Wuute it has been generally acknow- 
ledged that ship-owning has been a 
very unprofitable business of late, we 
find from the prospectus of Frederick 
Leyland & Co., Ld., that the net profit, 
less depreciation, earned by the Leylands 
during the four years ending 30th Jane 
last on a fleet and business and good- 
will valued at £770,000, has amounted 
to £484,639, or an average of £121,160 


S| a year, the amount earned during the 


last of the four years being £197,138, 
Tt does not appear that the Leylands 
receive any government subsidy. We 
cannot therefore wonder so much when 
wo find that the P. & O. Company 
made for the year ended 30th Septem- 
ber last, on a fleet and business worth, 
without goodwill, some £2,500,000, a 
profit of £182,918. After all, this is 
only about half the subsidies ‘received 
from the English and Italian govern- 
ments, which amount altogether to as 
nearly as possible £1.000 a day. ‘The 
services, however, for which these sub- 
sidies are paid are admirably performed, 
and the only people who can object to 





$2| them are the owners of other steam- 


ships trading with Australia and the 

, who cannot, in consequence of 
these subsidies, compete on equal terms 
with the P. & O. Company. 

‘Yhere can be no question that the 
shareholders in the P. & O. Company 
had every right to be satisfied with the 
accounts presented to them at their 
annual meeting on the 9th of December 
last, aud with what the Chairman told 
them. A steamship company is in a 
very good way which with @ paid-up 
capital of £2,320,000, has a fleet of 
fine steamers worth at something over 
ten guineas a ton £2,100,000, new 
ships paid for to the extent of £476,594, 
and other good assets bringing up the 
total, after deducting sundry -balances 
and debts due, to £3,300,000. Or to 
put it another way, as the Chairman 
did in his speech, the fleet which 
includes some of the finest mail and 
passenger steamers afloat, deducting 
the cash reserves, stands at a net cost 
of £6 7s. per ton. In the last twenty 
years the company has paid off deben- 
tures to the extent of £800,000 and 
has returned £600,000 of share capital, 
and built at the same time 240,000 
tons of steam shipping of the highest 


Telass at a cost of £6,510,000. This 
(is a record which we should imagine 
jhas not been beaten, and which it 
would be difficult to beat. Of course, 
it could never have been effected with- 
out the government subsidies received, 
which amounted in the twenty years to 
considerably more than the amount 
spent in building steamers. 

In looking over the accounts for the 
year we notice that the receipts from 
assengers and freight amount to 
£931,921 and £1,170,794 respectively, 
in all £2,102,715 ; but from this is 
deducted a sum of £154,648, for 
“Toss in exchange on remittances.” 
This seems at first rather a clumsy 
way of keeping the account, but the 
Chairman explained in his speech to 
the thareboldere that the compan: 
keops its accounts in dollars at 4s, 2d, 
and rupees at 2s., although the actual 
rates were 40 per cent. below this, 
because it is thus enabled “ to institute 
@ rigorous comparison between the re- 
turns of one year and another over a 
considerable period.” He was just 
enough to allow that the depreciation 
of silver had had its countervailing 
advantages ; “it had served in a con- 
siderable degree as # stimulus to the 
exports both from India and China.” 
It is obvious too that by far the 
larger portion of the Company's re- 
ceipts must be in gold, while a 
fair proportion of its payments is in 
silver ; and indeed the Chairman show- 
ed that while the total receipts were 
considerably less than in 1891, on 
balance 1892 was actually about £3,000 
better than the previous year, owing to 
coal costing £40,000 less, and the 
insurance charges being ouly trifling. 
The loss of the Bokkara—to which we 
need not farther refer—comes into this 
year's accounts. It speaks well for the 
care taken of the cargo in its ships by the 
Company's officers, that the total pay- 
ment for damages, claims on cargo, and 
law charges on a total freight list of 
£1,170,794 was only £14,238, and it 
speaks still better for the care and 
vigilance of the captains and officers, 
who navigated the 50 or more steamers 
that are always in commission a distance 
of over 2,500,000 miles at high rates of 
speed, that the total payment durin, 
the year for general averages ant 
claims arising through groundings, col- 
lisions, damages. by stress of weather 
and other casualties, was only £4,692, 
Sir Thomas Sutherland might, we often 
think, say alittle more about the officers 
without whose devoted co-operation at 
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sea, the brains at Leadenhall Street 
could not produce the favourable results 
on which he dilates. 5 

Sir Thomas Sutherland draws atten- 
tion to the remarkable fact that freights 
were lower in 1892 although there 
appeared to have been less competition, 
there having been an actual diminution 
in the traffic through the Suez Canal in 
the first eleven months of this year of 
1,200,000 odd ‘tons. Without fuller 
details—as to how this diminution is 
divided between Australia, China, and 
India, ete.—we cannot-learn much from 
this; but Sir Thomas added that the 
trade returns, when analysed, showed 
a decline greater in proportion for 
the Eastern trade than for the trade 
for the rest of the world. ‘The 
commercial crisis in’ Australia is no 
doubt responsible for a large part of this 
decline, as it is for nearly all of the 
decline in the passenger traffic ; and 
we have the satisfaction of knowing 
that in shipowning as in everything 
else, bad times are followed by bet- 
ter times, It is useless, meanwhile, 
to regret the days when the P. 
& 0, Co. received £30 a ton for 
silk and £20 for indigo—we can re- 
member, indeed, £40 being paid for tea 
from Shanghai—for it is probable that 
the modern steamers at modern rates 
make better profits than the old coal- 
eating paddle-wheel boats did at the 
extraordinary freights at which they 
took the 200 or 800 tons which was all 
they could carry in addition to their 
coal.

But no matter 
what kind the vehicle may be, whether 
high or low, the Celestial carries you along 
at a smooth, gentle trot, with the same 
calm sedateness and seriousness of coun- 
tenance that he does all things. He is 
sure to get you there, but he has none 
of the dash and strapping vigour of bis 
Japanese brother. He is also larger and 
he does not have to strain so. much 
when he comes to a elight ascent or 
a little glutinous mud, He has set the 
fashion for all jinrikisha outside of 
Japan. You will find these carts the samo 
after once leaving Kobe on your south- 
ward voyage, aud you will sit behind the 
“pig-tailed”” son of the Middle Kingdom 
whenever you ride in a jinrikisha until you 
get to India, It seems with him in this, 
as in all industries he enters, he is slow, 
but he will eventually drive out nearly ali 
competitors. This patient, plodding care 
toakee. iteeif felt in all other. brenches 
through the East till he gets to India. 
‘There it seems an unwritten but inviviable 
law of trade and labour, “thus far can 
you go and no further.” ‘But even among 
the teeming millions of that peninsula, he 
hus thrust himself in and gathered « slight 
foothold. In places he is the chief reliance 
of the foreigner for such skilled labour as 
carpentering and lathe-turning.

_ The Bombay Gazette reports the destruc: 
tion of the Bubarwattia gang of dacoits 
which had so long kept tke field in 
Kathiawar. Mr, Souter, whose services 
are so ighly spoken of, is the younger 
brother of Mr, F. T. Souter, a well-known 
and popular member of our community 
here. The Buharwattias have for a long 
time past levied blackmail in the different 
Native States and defied the utmost efforts 
of the State and Agency Police to capture 
or exterminate them. The police of the 
Native States were of little account, being 
defied with impunity. The Agency Police 
under native officers, on more than one 
occasion came up with them but failed to 
dispose of them. The fact is that the police, 
armed with smooth-bores, were scarcely a 
match for the better-armed Baharwattia: 
who were known desperadues, and prepared 
to sell their lives dearly. ‘The Political 
Agent, Sir Charles Ollivant, on two occa- 
sions aluiost succeeded in making arrange- 
ments which gave promise of surrounding 
and capturing the gang, but the native 
police had no stomach for close-fighting, 
and could not be induced to charge home. 
‘The Government declined to allow troops 
to be employed on police duty, but lent 
the service of Lieutenant H. L. Gordon, 
2nd Bombay Lancers, and of Mr. Souter, 
son of Sit Frauk Souter, under whose lead 
ing it was rightly believed thut the police 
would bring the Baharwattias to book, 
Lieutenant Gordon was detailed on epecial 
duty, and appointed Assistant Superintend- 
ent of the Agency Police. A few days 
since Lieutenant Gordon and a party of 
twenty-tive Agency police and some police- 
men of the Morvi State came up with the 
gang, and interchanged shots at long dist- 
ance, with little result, the gang moving 
off. "Thay wore aguin cvertatenen Mow 
day the 19th December. In the afternoon 
the Baharwattias, brought to bay, took 
refuge ina uullah, from which they kept 
up # heavy and, as it proved, an effec- 
tive fire. Lieutenant Gordon, who 
played great gallantry, led the charge 
on’ the Baharwattias, and evered, 
although he received several bullet wounds, 
He made good the charge, and came to 
close quarters with the freebooters, but un- 
happily he was cut down with swords, He 
fell covered with many mortal wounds, 
Two native officers of the Agency pulice 
were killed, and four men wounded. The 
dacoits in the nullab, twelve in number, 
were shot, and it may be hoped that 
Katl r is finally delivered from the 
depredations of these Nineteenth Century 
Robin Hoods. The whole gang which has 
been giving infinite trouble and defying 
the Agency and Native States’ Police for 
months seems to have been destroyed, 
Mr. Souter and Lieutenant Gordon were 
lent at the end of the rains by Govern. 
ment to help the Chiefs. Mr. Souter 
was lent to the Dhrangdra Chief and his 
immediate neighbours. He distinguished 
himself greatly a month ago in destroying 
and getting rid of Habib Meeya, a Sayed 
anda notorious ringleader, with a re- 
putation for holiness which stood him in 

ood stead with the superstitious villagers. 

jeutenant Gordon was a fine young fellow, 
aud much liked in Poona, where he was 
very well known, He and his native 
officers seem to have behaved with great: 
courage and resol Although the 
outlaws were so few in number they had 
many friends among the vil and 
were an intolerable pest to all well 

people throughout the country side, which 
they kept in terror from one end of the 
province to the other. Their depredations 
were incessant and ubiquitous till Govern-

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 
16th Jan. 
Tr will be learnt with pleasure from the 
advertisement on our front page that 
the election of municipal councillors for 
the current year is not to be, as at one 
time seemed likely, a walk-over for the 
official list first drawn up. When the 
constitution of this list was known, 
there was so much quiet objection to it 
that two of the names have been with- 
drawn, and there are now altogether 
fourteen names before the ratepayers as 
candidates for the uine vacant seats. 
Of these, five, Messrs. Graham, Jansen, 
Moses, Purdon, and Scott, are members 
of the expiring Council, and the com- 
inunity is much indebted to them for 
being willing to continue their valuable 
and honorary labours for another year. 
Mr. Purdon has worked hard and con- 
scientiously as Chairman, and will no 
doubt be re-appointed to that onerous 
post by acclamation, with Mr. Macgregor, 
one of the new candidates but an old 
Chairman, in the vice-Cbair. Mr. Beur- 
mann will undoubtedly be unanimously 
chosen, both for the respect in which 
he is universally held, aud for the 
desirability of having the German por- 
tion of the community represented by 
a German. 'Ihis leaves a large number 
of candidates for the remaining two 
seats ; but as the election does not open 
until this day week, there is plenty of 
time for a combination of names to be 
made that may prove more attractive to 
the electors. It is, of course, remembered 
that iu this case itis “one man one vote,” 
even our old-fashioned constitution 
insisting on this equality, and no proxy 
voting being permitted. ‘The following 
is an extract from the relative article 
(XVIID) in the Land Regulations :-— 
“On the day appointed for the elec- 
tiou, should the number of Ratepayers 
proposed for election as Councillors 
exceed nine, two officers appointed by 
the existing Council for the purpose 
shall attend at the place appointed 
for the election, to receive the votes of 
the Ratepayers. ‘These officers shall 
be provided with a list of all the 
Ratepayers duly qualified to vote, and 
shall give to each such Ratepayer as 
may be present aud may require it, a 
voting card or paper containing a list 
of the Ratepayers proposed for election. 
he voter shall then mark on such 
votiug list the names of any number of 
rsons not exceeding nine for whom 
he intends to vote, and shall deposit 
the list sigued by bimself with his own 


name so marked, in a closed box pro- | 


vided for the purpose of receiving ‘such 
list.” 








To Overcome Weaxness. — Pepper's 
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THE FEIMA CHANNEL. 
16th Tan, 

On Saturday week last we mentioned 
that the Feima Channel over the Bar 
was coming into general use, and that 
guiding marks over it had been put up, 
and we recommended that this should 
be officially notified by the Customs, A 
notification to this effect was issued by 
the Coast Inspector on Saturday after- 
noon, and it is advertised on our front 
page. Certain excellent rules are added, 
the principal point being that vessels 
intending to use this channel should 
notify the fact in good time by hoisting 
“V”" of the International Code at the fore, 
so that a vessel going down against 
the tide seeing a vessel approaching 
with the tide with the “ye hoisted, 
may wait to allow her to, pass. We 
understand that the Customs have been 
asked to notify by a signal which could 
be easily made on the semaphore at 
Woosung when a vessel is sighted 
coming in with the “V” hoisted, as, 
owing to the curve in the river, it is 
not always easy fur a vessel at the 
upper end of Gough Island to see what 
flags a vessel passing the Woosuug 
Spit Buoy may be flying. The Customs 
have, however, we are informed, declined 
toaccede to this request on the ground 
that it would impose on them an un- 
desirable responsibility, ‘The signal- 
man at the semaphore might not, in 
acalm, be able to make out whether 
the incoming vessel was flying the 
“V” flag or not; and if an accident 
happened, he might be held respon- 
sible, This seems to us, we confess, 
an excess of caution. It might oeca- 
siovally happen that the “V” flag, 
though hoisted, was indistinguishable 
by the signalman ; but even so, it would 
be better that the majority of the 
steamers coming in should have their 
intention notified, than that none 
should, aud it would be quite within 
the resources of nautical science to 
hoist the flag so that it should be dis- 
tinguishable even iv a calm, and the 
Customs might enjoin this by a regula- 
tion. ‘The regulations now issued are 
altogether commendable, byt they would 
be still more useful if the suggestion to 
which we have referred were adopted.

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THE NANKING ROAD FIRE.

‘Tre tortured cook of Mr. Wu Kuei-fung 
the furniture dealer in the Nanking Road 
whose premises were recently burnt down, 
has been released from prison in the 
City on making a kind of confession, to 
the effect that when he woke up the 
place was ‘on fire and he could not tell 
where the fire originated. We mentioned 
on Friday that the police here thought 
that it did begin in the furniture . 
shop; but we learn from the fireman 
who was first on the spot that when he 
got there one of the inside houses was 
on fire, and the furniture shop was still 
intact. Meantime the Canton Guild 
here and the father of the furniture 
dealer are determined to have full repa- 
ration from the City magistrate for 
his unjust dealing with the dealer and 
his cook, and for the illegal torturing 
of the latter. ‘They have laid the 
whole matter before the Provincial 
‘Treasurer (Fanta) at Soochow, H.E. 
'Téng Hua-hsi, who is himself, fortunate- 
ly for them, a Cantonese, and it is to 
explain this matter to the best of his 
ability that the Taotai, H.E. Nieh, has 
gone to Soochow, having left for the 
provincial capital ou Friday night. We 
have already mentioned that an im- 
perial edict prohibiting the use of 
torture appeared in the Peking Gazette 
only three or four weeks ago, and it is 
therefore likely to go hard with the 
City magistrate, who is a thoroughly 
old-fashioned official, of the most ob- 
structive type. All foreigners as well 
as Chinese will have reason to thank 
the Canton Guild if their efforts on 
behalf of their compatriot result in the 
discontinuance of the use of torture on 
untried prisoners in the City, and it is 
ouly surprising that so comparatively 
enlightened a man as T'aotai Nieh has 
not long since prohibited it. 








THE STEAMER CONFERENCE. | ~ 
16th Jan. 

We learn that telegrams have been 
received here announcing the reconsti- 
tution of the Steamer Conference, a 
step which has been forced on the 
shipowners at home by the ruinous 
rates to which freights have lately fallen. 
Six companies participate in it; the 
P. & O., Holt’s line, the Mutuals, the 
Glens, the Bens, and the Shires ; and 
we presume that it is not intended to 
raise the rates to a prohibitive level, 
but only to put them on a fair living 
basis. The French and German mai! lines 
are prohibited from joining in any such 
agreement, on the ground that they are 
subsidised by their respective govern- 
ments. It has been judicially decided 
that a Conference is not an illegat con- 
bination, and steamers have been doing 
so badly of late, that there is not likely 
to be any deep objection here now to 
their combining to establish fair rate:

‘TaRING part as we are doing in one of 
the greatest conflicts that has ever 
occurred, viz., that between Christian 
and Chinese civilisations, it is well 
occasionally to look around us and see 
what has already been done, and what 
is likely to be the final issue. 

Look for a moment at the opposing 
forces. On the one hand we have 
Chinese civilisation demanding submis- 
sion to authority at any cost as to the 
decrees of the only Son of Heaven ; 
teaching that moral force is far nobler 
than physical force, holding up filial 
piety as its grandest ideal, and, the 
better to enforce authority, calling’ the 
mandarins the parents of the people. 
Besides, while the great nations of 
antiquity had to thank their mighty 
rivers for their wealth and prosperity, 
~—as in India, Babylon and Egypt— 
China has the good fortune to have in 
that respect a double portion in the 
Yangtsze Kiang and the Yellow River. 
Further, it has had no mighty nations 
near it to contend with; it had in- 

* vented Rrinting 500 years before Eu- 
rope, aud inaugurated competitive ex- 
aminations centuries earlier than was 
done in Christendom. 

On the other band, we have Christian 
civilisation demanding liberty of the 
individual at any cost, holding every 
man a son of God ; subjugeting nature 
for human service ; teaching the duty of 
delivering all the human race from sin 
and suffering of all kinds; holding up 
the ideal, not of sacrifice for one’s 
parents merely, but for the whole race— 
strangers and even rebels,—taking Jesus 
Christ as its pattern. 

But Christianity had its rise in a 
country of no great rivers, and Judea 
was surrounded and had been over- 
whelmed again and again by mighty 
em) ines —Ezypts Babylon and Rome. 
Still like the phoenix, each time from 
its ashes there always arose a stronger 
brood. Christian civilisation, encourag- 
ing freedom, subjugation of nature, and 
deliverance of man from all evil, in- 
creased in force until the nations that 
at first opposed, either were led to adopt 
its principles or perished in refusing 
them. We find these principles triumph- 
ing in the early Christian era, in the 
times of the Renaissance, the Reforma- 

. tion, and modern Revolutions of Europe 
and America. It had no printing till 
400 years ago, but its literature now 
covers the globe. 

We find the fundamental conception 
of both sides significantly embodied in 
their respective official documents. In 
the Chinese document the last word is 
“Obey!” in that of Christendom the 
Jast words are “Your obedient servants!” 
As there is this fundamental difference 
in attitude, a conflict on the terms of 
intercourse was inevitable. Trede was 
the occasion of the warsin China, not 

© forms of religion as in Europe; but 
the cause of both lay deeper and 
involved all the relations of life, And 





triumphs for Christian civilisation, 
because it is based on firmer, even 
eternal laws, like those of nature. 
First as to the assumption that the 
Emperor of China is the only Son of 
Heaven and only source of authority on 
earth. In every conflict with foreigners, 
from the first war down to the audience 
question and the anti-foreign riots, it 
is nothing but a series of humiliations 
to China, its position being absolutely 
untenable. 

‘The same is true of the moral position. 
When Kuo Sung-tao heard Dr. Legge’s 
opinion that the moral force of Chris- 
tendom was of a higher order than that 
of China, he moved his chair back 
about three yards from the Doctor and 
looked at him in utter amazement. 
He only conceded superior mechanical 
skill and physical force to foreigners. 
This was only a dramatical showing 
forth of the opinion of the great majority 
of all the educated in China, But 
what are the facts? here is no crime 
greater than murder, but when a for- 
eigner was expressing his deep concern 
that so many millions of the Chinese 
were dying of famine, the reply of one 
of the Viceroys'was : “ What of that?” 
showing that the preventible death of 
millions of his countrymen sat all too 
lightly on his conscience. 

In the diplomatic service Ministers 
of Christian nations have by their 
counsel repeatedly delivered China from 
war and the encroachments and high 
demands of stronger nations. It was 
a Consul of a Christian country 
who called attention to the suffer- 
ing of the Chinese in Cuba. It is 
the military and naval officers of 
Christian countries who help to drill 
the Chinese forces so that Chiva may not 
be hopelessly telpless among the great 
Powers of the world. Again, is not the 
Customs service manned by foreigners, 
simply because the Chinese know that 
men from Christian nations can be bet- 
ter trusted than their own men? And 
have not the merchants of Christian 


nations of their own free will repeatedly | 


responded most cordially and liberally to 
the cry for help of the fauine sufferers, 
and are not thirteen hundred men and 
women from Christian countries spend- 
ing all their time and strength to heal 
the sick, and teach the ignorant, and 
save the oppressed, with the only thanks 
so far from the learned of daily curses 
and diabolical misrepresentations and 
frequent riots? But who ever heard 
of Chinamen (except Christian converts) 
going abroad to do good to any nation 
but their own? While not ignoring 
the many excellencies of Chinese moral 
teaching, these facts sufficiently dispose 
of the absurd claim of the Chinese to 
superiority in morals over Christendom. 
We have already shown that the Chi- 
nese ideal—filial piety—limits their 
benevolence. 

As to Education; the educated 
among the Chinese know nothing from 





text-books teach that China occupies 
the great bulk of the earth, that other 
natious only occupy small side places 
or small islands on China’s borders, and 
that the good things of foreigners are 
mere crumbs from China's table, and 
what foreigners pursue is beneath the 
dignity of true Chinamen. All is about, 
the glorious past, nothing about the 
marvellois nineteenth century. As re- 
gards the laws of nature, these text- 
books teach nothing, or worse than no- 
thing—a semblance without the reality 
of knowledge. Every school through- 
out the land daily teaches as truths the 
ideas which foreign intercourse has for 
ever demolished as the merest fallacies, 
fraught with risk to their very existence 
as anation. ‘he authorities let their 

ple live in a fool’s paradise, not 
mowing that shrouding themselves 
in ignorance is only the last act before 
death. Every true Christian deeply 
pities the present state of China. 

In the meanwhile, if Christendom 
had no mighty rivers to build its king- 
dom on, all the better; it has laid its 
foundation on the ocean ferries,—all 
nations are but its local wharves and 
the whole earth is its possession and 
home. While China is nursing its 
childish vanity by enrolling the English 
nation as a tributary nation and fencing 
for the pre-eminence of its Emperor in 
audience, the students of Christendom 
are ‘not only ransacking the archives of 
every kingdom past and present, and 
studying everything in them that is 
worth knowing, but are also pushing on 
to fresh researches in nature and in 
mind to discover new kingdoms aud 
new continents in the realm of thought, 
to bring out of their treasures’ again 
incalculable riches all for the service of 
man, which the Chinese have not thought 
possible even for their very gods to do. 

Not till China’s delusion about its 
superiority (which supplies a fresh large 
crop of deluded students annually) is 
removed, will the conflict in China 
cease, or true progress commence. Every 
effort of Christians therefore to shed 
light on this dense and fatal darkuess 
will commend itself to every intelligent 
patriot of China as the dawn of a new 
day and the beginning of a future that 
will far surpass the best ever dreamt 
of in the past.

‘We offer our respectful greetings to the 
Queen of Great Britain and Ireland and 
trust that Her Majesty is well. 

“During your former residence in 
China you parsned a fair and cone 
tory policy and showed a full conception 
of the duties of your position, and now, 
Sir, that you. have returned entrusted 
with a special mission we feel assured 
that friendly relations will be still fur- 
ther strengthened and confirmed. It 
will be our duty to repose full confidence 
in you and treat you with all due 
courtesy. 

“Tt is moreover our earnest desire 
that the bond of friendship existing 
between the two empires may daily 
grow more intimate and that both alike 
may enjoy the blessings of peace and 
prosperity.”

ephemeral value. ‘I'he smoker can find 
a use even for superfluous. saltcellars. 
Bat it is by the outside offspring of 
the house-leech that our lives are made 
a burden; they add rapacity to the 
persistency of the blue-fly buzzing on 
the pane. “There seems to be a race of 
busybodies, for example,” we are told, 
«who exist for the purpose of getting 
up testimonials, and monuments, and 
memorials.- ‘They appear to consult the 
almanac’ daily and ask themselves : 
Whom ‘can we tease the public into 
commemorating? Almost every day is 
the birthday, or the centenary, or the 
tercentenary of somebody. A hundred 
years have passed since Prodgers was 





born, or died, or published his immortal 
work. ‘ Let us do something,’ cries the 
busybody, ‘for the illustrious memory 
‘of Prodgers. He than consults the 
“Biographical Dictionary’ and finds 
that Prodgers was born at Little Ped- 
lington, or died there, or was at school 
there. “So he determines to make Little 
Pedlington a kind of Stratford-on-Avon; 
he takes into his counsels seven other 
busybodies worse than himself, he 
makes a committee, he writes to the 
papers, he sends letters to all the con- 
spicuous people whom he can think of, 
he asks for their names, and, worst of 
all, for their money. ‘These things 
cannot be done without money, and 
Little Pedlington (which never heard 
of Prodgers befure) is enthusiastic, but 
does not subscribe. A Prodgers drink- 
ing fountain is proposed by the tem- 
perance people; the local bookseller 
is all for a Prodgers library (as if 
any one in Little Pedlington ever 
read a book!); a Prodgers museum, 
containing Prodgers relics, the walking 
stick of Prodgers, his old boots, 
his quill pens, letters to Prodgers, and 
similar objects, is ‘a felt want.’ Every 
man of letters is asked to subscribe. 
There is a Prodgers fete—many dis- 
tinguished expressions of regret are 
received, the local clergy perorate, and 
all those splendours have to be paid 
for. Then the problem arises, ‘How 
little can I give for Prodgers and his 
glory without seeming shabby ?'” 

Demands similar to these are endless. 
It is somebody's silver wedding or golden 
wedding, or he is resigning a well-paid 
post which he has filled blamelessly for 
many years, or he is being appointed 
to a higher post where he will have 
still less to do and more to receive, and 
some offensive person proposes that he 
should have a testimonial. We remem- 
ber when we were at a public school in 
London a craze sprang up for presenting 
our masters with testimonials, and after 
we had worried our fathers into giving 
us. shillings and half-crowns, every 
master was astonished one moraing to 
find a deputation of the most trouble- 
some boys in his class waiting on 
him with’a gold pencil-case, though he 
had long ceased to be able to write 
intelligibly, or a perfectly unreadable 
book, copiously and execrably illustrated 
and gaudily bound. In later life we 
have to subscribe that the object of 
some enthusiast’s solicitude “may smirk 
in marble or frown in oils.” Yet no-one 
in the world, except the artist employed, 
is benefitted by the object’s features 
being perpetuated in marble or on 
canvas. ‘Then there is the constant tax 
of wedding presents. Society - papers 
tell us ever and anon, when they cannot 
think for the momeut of any other pre- 
sentable falsehood, that marrying is out 
of fashion ; so it may be, but only, as 
the friends who have to give the wed- 
ding presents and those who make and 
sell them know, “ when the gorse is out 
of bloom.” 

“To meet all these difficulties,” the 
Times -continues, “and to lighten the

A large 
bankrupt stock of épergnes and de- 
corative clocks has been secured, and 
silver weddings can now be arranged 
for on satisfactory, yet economical, 
terms. In the matter of portraits, 
the society has engaged a staff of 
Impressionists and sculptors’ ghosts, 
who will work ut low rates, yet produce 
articles which, the society flatters it- 
self, are. calcnlated to give artistic 
satisfaction. Moreover, a collection of 
painters’ misfits has been secured, on 
very reasonable terms. ‘I'hese are por- 
traits rejected by the vanity of the 
sitters, and it has been estimated that 
they can be converted into tolerable 
likenesses of almost any professors, 
actors, schoolmasters, generals, musi- 
cians, landlords, or masters of hounds, 
at an almost nominal expenditure. Thus 
commanding the market, and utilising 
artistic refuse (that great principle of 
modern economy), the society is pre- 
pared to conciliate the most apparently 
antagonistic interests, and is equally 
ready to treat with the organisers of 
testimonials and with the unfortunate 
persons who are at present compelled 
to defray the expenses.” 

We ure sure that it will at once strike 
all our readers that it would be an 
admirable thing to have a branch of . 
this Society established here. We. do 
not have indeed very many testimonials 
or memorials to subscribe to, because 
most of our great men go home, aud pass 
out of our life, before even their most 
obsequious admirers could allege that 
the time lias come for perpetuating 
their memory. A still greater safe- 
guard is that we have here neither 
portrait painters nér sculptors. But 
for all hat the subscription list is 
always circulating with the inevitability 
of the tides, An insurance company 
undertaking the satisfaction of all these 
claims and the wedding-present tax, 
with a tariff of subscriptions propor- 
tioned to the income and extent of 
acquaintanceship of its insured, would 
be hailed with delight. Those who are 
‘Masons or Seotchmen have already orga- 
nisations to which some of these claims 
can be referred ; but many of us do not 
desire to be made Masons, and Scotch- 
men, like poets, are born, not made. 
‘The share business, we learn, is so bad 
that the brokers who used to go in_ 
victorias have to go in jinriesbas, and < 
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those who who went in jinricshas have 
to walk: here is a chance for one of 
them, by taking up this hint, to make 
a fortune for himself and confer a lasting 
benefit on the community. 





THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL 
MINUTES. 


19th June 
Ir is some time since we have published 
such an interesting week's minutes of 
_ the meeting of the Municipal Council as 
those which appear in another column. 
Annually in January the Council is in a 
moribund condition, but the present one 
shows as much vigour when it is near its 
end asat any point initscareer. Wenote 
with great satisfaction that, under the 
guidance of its indefatigable Engineer 
‘Mr. Mayne, it does not lose a chance 
of acquiring land for widening the over- 
burdened ronds in the settlement. Two 
fires and a demolition have just given 
the much-sought opportunities, ‘The 
building just demolished, the last 
bungalow in the so-called English 
Settlement, was formerly known as 
“ Hubertson’s Bungalow,” and it is a 
coincidence that it has disappeared at 
about the same time as the Oriental 
Bank of which Mr. Hubertson was the 
first agent in Shanghai, On this pro- 
perty the Council has fortunately suc- 
ceeded in purchasing the strip required, 
and it has been equally successful 
in negotiating for a strip further up 
the Szechuen Road, where the New 
Year's Eve fire occurred. ‘There is no 
road in the Settlement that more re- 
mires widening than the Foochow 
Road, which is far too narrow for 
the traffic, aud the fire there and in the 
Honan Road on the 8th instant offered 
‘an opportunity to hegin this important 
work, and it was promptly accepted. 
Unfortunately the agents of the 
property reply, “that our instructions 
from the: owners will not permit at 
precent of our entertaining any proposal 
of this nature.” This is one of the 
eases which would be met by the Coun- 
cil’s having compulsory purchasing 
ower, as “provided in the new Land 
egitlations ; a power which Sir Thomas 
Wade personally promised the then 
Chairman of the Council be would do 
his best to have secured. It is to be 
hoped that, now that we have a new 
and energetic British representative at 
Peking, the incoming Council will again 
urge on the diplomatic body the neces- 
sity there is for having the new Regu- 
lations approved. 

After the widening of roads we come 
to a very important question, the purity 
of the water supplied by the Shanghai 
Waterworks Company. On Monday 
morning, the 9th instant, we drew 
attention in these columns to the 
“ cloudiness” of the water, and we find 
that on the previous Saturday, the 7th, 
the Health Officer, Dr. Henderson, 
had drawn the attention of the Council 
to the “imperfect filtration” of the 
water, and its “milkiness.” There is 
no suggestion, however, that the water 


is injurious to health, except in as far|to devote his whole time to these 


as it may be injurious to swallow an 
infinitesimal portion of fine sand ; and 
the Secretaries to the Waterworks Co. 
give, in their letter of the 12th, what 
is undoubtedly the true explanation of 
the unattractive appearance of the water. 
In the first place, a leak in one of the 
pure water culverts had necessitated 
the closing of two of the filter beds, so 
that the water supplied to consumers 
had to be filtered more hurriedly than 
usual, In the second place, there is 
with this Yangtze water, even when it 
is practically well filtered, a constant 
deposit of sand in the mains. The 
periodical testing and flushing to 
which the mains have just been sub- 
jected have stirred up this deposit, and 
it has affected the water. There must 
evidently have been an unusually heavy 
deposit in the main from which came 
the sample of water described as No. 8 
in the Health Officer's letter of the 
15th inst. Old residents who avow 
that “they never complained of the 
water when it was brought up iu 
buckets from the river” will see with 
some satisfaction that the sample taken 
direct from the river (No. 1 in the let- 
ter of the 15th) comes out very well in

Company’s water. Meanwhile, if the 
flushing of the mains has dirted the 
water for the time, it will give us purer 
water for the rest of the year; and no- 
one can want much water in such wea- 
ther as this, We must congratulate 
the Council on having now decided, as 
was suggested to them long since, to 
have the water analysed, and a re- 
port on it submitted, every month. 

‘The next subject is a more painfui 
one, the epidemic of small pox which 
has attacked both foreigners and natives 
during the last four months. Up to 





the 7th of January no less than 20) % 


eases had been admitted to the 
General Hospital, with 3 deaths, and 
some cases have been treated in private 
houses, These, of couree, are all among 
the foreign community. We have no 
means of knowing what the extent of 
the disease has been among the natives. 
Vaccination, however, is so universally 
resorted to among foreigners here, that 
the attacks in most cases have not been 
very serious. It is decidedly a good 
idea on the part of the Council to 
establish a Sanitary Board, which is to 
meet and report fortnightly, the mem- 
bers being the Health Officer, Dr. 
Henderson, the Municipal .Engiveer, 
‘Mr. Mayne, the Captain-Superintendent 
of Police, Captain McEuen, and the 
Sanitary Inspector, Mr. J. B. 

‘To these we should think that Mr. R. 
F. Thorburn, the Secretary, would be a 
useful addition ; but he, perhaps, is a 
member of the Board ex officio. ‘They 
are to discuss any matter affecting the 
health of the settlement, a somewhat 
broad reference, and we can have little 
doubt that they will jnstify their ap- 
pointment. ‘The time will come soon, 
if it has not indeed already come, to 











have a Health Officer specially appointed 


duties, undisturbed by the attention 
necessary to a private practice, ‘Till 
then, it might be well to strengthen this 
Board by the addition of a medical man 
unconnected with the Council. We do 
not urge this as being necessary, but as 
being a suggestion worth considering. 

‘Yo conclude, the minutes published 
this week show how multifarious and 
onerous the duties of the Council are ; 
and if the Secretary were instructed 
generally to publish as full reports as 
this week's, there would be less of that 
good-natured grumbling of which coun- 
cillors sometimes complain.

As 
far as can be ascertained we are met here to 
endeavour to raise the price of commodities 
Such an object is entirely opposed to the 
economic doctrines which are accepted in 
the country from which I come. Chea 
goods and’ not dear goods, plenty an 
not scarcity have always been held to 
be conditions of profitable trade. ‘That the 
jeneral fall in prices has been brought about 
By a. scarcity’ of gold has been never 
proved, and such a theory is, in my bumble 
opinion, at variance with the facts which are 
within our knowledge. To the question what, 
then, is the remedy? What should be the 
monetary system of the future? I venture to 
reply, ‘A gold standard, even without a gold 
currency.” Such a system is already at work 
in several countries, and apparently it per- 
forma its functions to the satisfaction of the 
communities which have adopted it. ‘Theo- 
retically, a gold currency like that of Eng- 
land may be the best ; but it is a costly 
luxury, involving an outlay which may per- 
haps be avoided, I donot deny that exchange 
may sometimes be unfavourable to nations 
pho do not possess an eflective gold currency, 
but unless the credit of the nation sank very 
low, the fall in exchange could hardly be so 
disustrous as the fluctuations to which silver- 
using countries such as India have been ex- 
posed, In conclusion, I would. venture to 
submit that the wealth of a nation does not 
depend upon the quantity of gold and silver 
which it possesses. ‘he contrary, indeed, 
much nearer to the truth, and it might 
argued that the more prosperous and civilised 
a nation becomes, the less occasion has it to 
use the precious metals and the smaller is the 
stock which is required for its transaction 
‘The real desideratum for a nation-is to main- 
tain a surplus of revenue over expediture, and 
thereby .to establish and extend its credit, 
‘When that has been accomplished, it may com- 







































mand as much gold as it can profitably use, 
and, failing such credit, its monetary system 
‘can never rest upon a safe foundation,

Mr. Alfred de Rothschild’s scheme has not 
met with the approval of either monometal- 
lists or bimetallists—in fact, it has pleased 
noone, Our bimetal’ists should realise what 
is the real monetary position of the United 
States. In the Treasury vaults there are 
three thousand tons of uncoined silver, and 
337,189,251 coined dollars. If the bullion 
were coined, the total amount of dollars in 
the vaults would be 460,000,000 dollars.

resent prices the aggregate loss on the whole 
EXmore than 100,000,000 dollars. By the lave 
‘of 1390, this mass of silver has to be increased 
each month by the Government purchasing 
4,500,000 o2. of silver. ‘The Treasury may 
redeem its notes in gold or silver. It does 
redeem them in gold ; were it to doo in silver, 
the United States would drift from the gold 
to the silver standard, and every dollar in 
wer would be worth only 63 cents, and 
‘would buy only 63 cents’ worth of goods. 
Why the United States should have piled up 
this wondrous amount of silver, and why it 
should impose on itself the obligation of addin; 
monthly to it by fresh purchases, whilst it 
redeema its notes in gold, is utterly beyond 
iy comprehehsion. I merely state the facts,

Mr. W. K. Burton has photographed a 
number of scones in the streets of Tokio; 
Mr. Ogawa has reproduced them in a book, 
and Mr. J. Murdoch has written descr 
tions of them, and Messrs, Kelly & Walsh, 
Ld. have sent us a copy of the book which 

led Scenes from Upen Air Life in Japan, 
Tt contains 14 plates, each some 8 inches by 
10, each full of the life that makes the 
streets of a Japanese city so attractive, 
that it is a sufticient pleasure to the visitor 
not to go and see any particular sight, but 
just to stroll about the city on foot or in a 
jimricsha. Ae Me. Murdoch saya in his 
introduction :— 

“One noteworthy feature in the life of 
the average Japanese is the comparative 
lack of that privacy to which the Northern 
European nations are accustomed. But it 
is a want that seems to occasion the eub- 
jects of the Emperor of Japan no incon- 
venience whateoever, For the Japanese 
are withal a sociable race, finding a world 
of delight in being continually in the pre- 
sence and in hearing the voice of kindly 
man, And in truth this Inck of privacy is 
really no such serious disadvantage after 

hat the average citizen loses in pos- 
ilities of secluding himself from his 
friends and acquaintances and the world 
generally, is amply compensated for by o 
healthy semi-outdoor life. 

“There is indeed, perhaps, no civilised 
country under the sun, where the life of 
the peuple is so open and patent to all as 
itis iaJapen. tn the moming with the 
running back of the awado, or outside 
shutters, the whole interior of the average 
house is exposed to view, and so it remains 
far on past the going-down of the sun in 
summer, and till the lighting of the kerosene 
lamp when the chilly nights of winter make 
warmth a wished-for thing. Besides, apart 
from this, it is the delight of the townsfolk 
to get out under a roof of blue sky,—into 
the parks and temple grounds and public 
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places of the city, and there make holiday 
to their hearts’ content. For it is not with 
the Japanese us Froissart says it is with the 
Saxons,—they do. not take their pleasures 
sadly. "These pleasures of theirs are simple 
and void of gustliness to « degree ; but they 
are, for all that, pleasures that seem to be 
enjoyed in a fashion and with a heartiness 
that tu a British crowd waking holiday 
seems au unknown thing.”

i Mr. Ress points out the 

the policy of reconcili- 
ation, The recent troubles, he thinks, 
emphasise tho necessity and wisdom of this 
policy. 

Whilst we may not agree with him as to 
the non-appealing for protection, we can 
thoroughly endorse what he says regarding 
unnecessary privations or asceticism being 
more heathen than Christian, The article 
altogether isa valuable one, as, instead of 
prematurely conceived ides, we have the 
enumeration of principles adopted as the 
result of close observation, and endorsed 
by rich experietice. The changes which, 
Mr. Ross declares, have been the results 
of these principles are indeed striking. 
As illustrating the spirit of the Christian 
Church in Manchuria he gives the transla- 
tion of a hymn which precedes the article.

Taking this improve- 
ent as an outward and visible sign of 
ward graces we are nut surprised at find- 
ing a treat in the first article: “How to 
learn the Chinese Language,” by the Rev. 
Chauncey Goodrich, D.D. "Many of the 
ever-increasing nuniber of those who are 
wearily and slowly learning the Chinese 
language will eagerly turn for advice to one 

d to speak on the subject as Dr. 
Goodrich. The learned Doctor firstcontraste 
the advantage the child has in the vividness 
and permanence of mental impressions 
with the advantage the adult scholar has 
in mental discipline, and the power of lon; 
continued and well-directed effort ; th 
plunging into his subject he characterises 
the universal practice of reading with a 
teacher for hours together xs profoundly 
aad fundamentally wrong. ‘The natural 
method of learning the Chinese language is 
by talking, just as one would learn to walk 






























by walking, and to swim by swiniming. 
Again bringing in the child, he says that 
whether the child has been sitting, walking 
retiting, waking, rising, dressing, eating, 
working, playing, doing no mutter what of 
a thousand things, the sentences have been 
playing all about him like bees in a hive, 
He has heard them and repeated them with 
tireless iteration and in manifold combi 
tions, till they have become his permanent 
possession ; and, so to speak, they are on 
deposit, ready to draw out at a moment's 
The question is wext asked: 
that granted herein lies the ehild’s 
success, can the xdult imitate the child's 
method? Dr. Goodrich is certain that 
he can, The first requirement of the 
student is a live teacher, one who does not. 
kuow English preferred, Get some good 
friend to give you the Chinese for ** What 
is this ? 

“This is ample vocabulary to begin with, 
enough to set you bristling all over with 




















interrogation points, You begin with 
whatever may be in your room; table, 
chairs, clock, watch, stone, door, ete. You 


repeat the names over and over, again and 
again, after your teacher, imitating him in 
sound, piteli and a certain peculiar quality 
of accent, Suppose you begin with the table 
right in front of you. Play table with your 
teacher. ‘fell him in sign language, table, 
table-cloth, above the table, under the 
table, beside the table, lay on the table, 
take ‘off from the table, lift up the table, 
set down the tuble, push the table, pull 
the table, move the’ table, turn. the table, 
set the table, brush the table, wash the 
table, wipe the table, round table, square 
table, ete., etc. Use pantomine freely, 
and without fear of losing your dignity, 
There is nothing in the abvve sentences 
which you cannot give your teacher with- 
out the ‘aid of an interpreter. He will 
give you buck your sentences, If he is « 
live man, he will also play at_pantomine 
and give you other phrases, Now, with 
your teacher, repeat thes phrases over 
and over, back and forth, up and down, 
throwing them up like dice, to come down 
in miscellaneous onfusivn, ‘ll your senses 
b-ing on the alert.

The next step is watching and imitating 
the tencher’s writing, followed by another 
spell at the ‘table lesson” using the voca- 
bulary you have gained for all it is worth, 
‘Phen go out and practise on the first Chinn: 
man you meet ; finishing the day with an 
hour of Wade, or Mateer, or Baller, Want 
of space forbids us giving the further steps. 
We strongly advise every student of the 
language to get this article, peruse it care- 
fully and carry out the golden rules and 
wise hints given in it, 

The next article is a continuation of the 
Rev. T. W. Jackson's paper on the “ Ob- 
jects, Methods und Results of Higher 
Education in our Mission Schovls,” nd 
deals with results—specially with those of 
an evangelistic nature, It is worth noting 
what Mr. Jackson says about some of the 
recognised characteristics of Methodism 
and their application to the unemotional 
Chinese. He thinks, however, the China- 
man is after all uot so entirely destitute of 
emotion as we are apt to suppose; and if 
the Chiuese Christian does not give that 
outward evidence of an inward experience 
which we are accustomed to in the West, 
the reason is to be found quite as much in 
the absence of the experience as in actual 
incapacity for emotional feelings. 

By way of a change, we suppose, come 
the more or less interesting items of 
collectanes.

This story first 
appexred in the columns of this paper in 
October, 1891: no doubt it has served 
a “fill-up” in several periodicals ere it 
got back to the land ofits birth.

The 
suggestion as to vegetarianism affecting a 
person’s conduct reminds one of the reason 
given for the sad looks of the Esquimaux :

THE PREVAILING COLD. 

‘The coldest: weather that has been felt in 
Chinkiang for years is now upon us, The 
thermometer yeaterday morning (Sunday) 
fell to nine degrees above zero. About an 
inch of snow fell last week. As a conse- 
quence there is intense suffering among the 
poor people. ‘Thousands have been coming 
to get their 30 or 40 cents each which the 
officials have been distributing at King 
Chang's Temple. Tt was pitiful to see these 
poor creatures slipping and falling in the 
suow on the way to the place of distribution; 
some came six or eight miles. “Are you 
not afraid of the snow and cold?” ‘the 
writer asked. ‘Not if there is any money 
to be got,” was the reply. 

FOREIGN GENEROSITY. 

The collections taken up at the Sunday 
Evoning English Services amounted last 
year to about $150. After paying expenses 
for lights, fuel, ete. the remainder was 
distributed to the poor, The generosity 
of the foreign resideuts of this portis worthy 
of imitation.

FOOCHOW NOTES. 
—-e 
(From the Foochow Daily Echo of 14th Jan.) 


We xre informed that the work at the 
new Arsenal Dock has been pushed on 
rapidly during the past few mouths and 
that it will now not be long before it will 
be ready for use. 

‘There is an epidemic of small-pox and 
measles prevailing in the city and suburbs, 
art foreigners will do well to avoid the 
Cisnese streets as much as possible, oblig- 
ing their servants to do the same for the 
present. 

‘There are, we understand, altogether in 
the various tea districts as many as eighteen 
reputed millionaires, The least wealthy 
of these is said to be possessed of two 
millions of dollars and the richest eight 
millions, all made out of the tea trade 
in its flourishing days. In spite of the 
adverse turn taken in the trade they still 
‘continue in it. 

News reaches us from Choong-Lock of 
place being ina state of 
great distress owing to the failure of the 
crops. The resources of the pawn shops 
are exhausted, and they have had to close 
their doors. "The distress is spoken of as 
being so great that trouble is anticipated 
unless some relief can be given, Almost 
all the carpenters in Foochow and the 
neighbourhvod are natives of this place. 

‘The long continued drought is tell- 
ing severely on the farmers and market 
gardeners; and consumers of their produce 
are also feeling the consequent pinch ; the 
poor especiaily, as they have to eat their 
rice without the customary green vegetable. 
Wisere the modicum of exbbage in time of 
plenty would cost the poor man 1} cash 
per meal, the same quantity would now 
cost 6 cash per meal 

The Viceroy is still busy with his work 
of reform. Ho ie now ‘inspecting the 
officers of the various regiments, weeding 
out the ineflicient. ‘The age 1, the incapable, 
and the dissipated, are obliged to retire. 
Tn one regiment alone as many as nine 
officers were considered undvsirable, and 
had to go. When this work is done, we 
understand, the staffs of the various 
government offices will come under His 
Excellency’s scrutiny. 

One of the native banks, reported in our 
last issue as having suspended payment, 
has offered its creditors « composition of 
60 per cent. of its debts, but this has been 
refused, owing to its being understood that 
one of the partners has rich parents. In 
cases of insolvency it is generally considered 
satisfactory with the natives if the debtor 
can arrange to pay 50 per cent of his lin- 
bilities and such a settlement is looked 
upon as honourable. This case seems to 
be an exceptional ove. 

































































Rivat Teas.—A correspondent writing 
toa trade paper, makes sume remarks that 
have attracted notice in Ceylon. He says : 
—One writer quotes @ confession made 
by the Chinese of using all sorts of leaves 
to adulterate China tea; among others he 
mentions willow leaves. Now, sir, an 
infusion of these leaves would not perhaps 
be very enjoyable, but would be much 
saferas a beverage than common Assam, 
and quite as refreshing as any Ceylon, as 
that can be easily beaten by good toast and 
water, which is more digestible and costs 
less.”

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CENTRAL CHINA 
RELIGIOUS TRACT SOCIETY. 

The annual meeting of the above Society 
was held in “The Rest” on Friday the 
Gul inst, There was a large attendance of 
members, some sixty being present. ‘The 
Rev. Grifith John, D.D., president, occu- 
pied the chair, 

The Report, presented by Mr. Maleolm 
MoNuir, Secretary, gave the story of a 
year which was fittingly characterised as 
“in many respects’ the most eventful in 
the Suciety’s history.” It related how, only 
8 few days after the last annual meeting, 
the Society had been deprived uf its depot 
and stock by the great fire of January 12th, 
and was notonly left without books, but was 
also, at the time, without funds wherewith 
to obtain more. ' Also, how these unfortu- 
nate circumstances had called forth the 
sympathy of the friends of the Society to 
such purpose that, in a very short time, 
the Committee had the stock replaced, and 
lodged in a new depét in the foreign con- 
cession, where it is no longer so liable :0 
the risk of fire, and where, should the 
like calamity overtake it again, being 
fully covered by insurance, the lors will not 
be sv serious. While in ‘the native town, 
it had been found impossible to insure it. 
‘The total income from all sources was 
close on $10,000, and of this sum about 
$3,000 had been ‘obtained from friends in 
China, ‘The total expenditure was between 
two and three hundred dollars less than the 
income. During the year a number of 
new tracts had been added to the cata- 
logue ; and the total circulation, which 
was practically for ten months only, on 
account of the fire, was over 1,010,000 
books and tracts,” These large totals 
were regarded as unique in the history 
of Tract Societies iu Chins. A consider- 
able portion of the Report was taken 
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up with explaining and emphasising « 
new enterprise on which the Society h: 
embarked. It appeared that many missior 
aries, despairing of anything being done 
by the Bible Sucieties in the way of pro- 
viding aunotated Scriptures for circulation 
amongst the heathen, had been urging the 
Tract Society to take th hand, 
‘After much hesitation, 
ad resolved to do 0. On 
Gospel liad been already issued, 
ly welcomed ; while the others ‘would soon 
be completed, —a piece of information which 
evoked the warn applause of the meeting. 
‘The Report, which was listened to with the 
deepest attention, and which will be found 
well worth the reading when it appears in 
print, concluded with a number of most 

. Interesting accounts of good results which 
had followed the circulation of the Suciety’s 
literature, 

‘The Rev. A. Foster, B.a., in moving the 
adoption of the Report, ssid that it was 
most gratifying to find that the testimonies 
tus to good done through the circulation of 
the Society’s literature came, not from one 

art, but from all parte of China, and 
Poyend ite borders. Weree to criticise he 
would say that there did not pear to him 
to be any necessity for occupying s0 much 
space in the Report in proving the need 
for annotated Scriptures for circulation 
amongst the heathen, All the Society's 
. members were fully agreed on that point, 
he was glad the work had at length 
een taken in hand, for it seemed perfectly 
useless to keep on urging the Bible Sucieties 
to turn their attention to it, With regard 
to the continued circulation of anti-foreign 
literature, mentioned in the Report, he 
ssid that’ recently, when calling on’ the 
Consul, he had asked him what he thought 
would 'be the result, to the missionar 
in Shansi, of the transfer to that pro- 
vince of H.E. Chang, late Governor of 
Hunan, He, the Consul, was cf opinion 
that it would do no great hari, for it 
was found that the circulation of anti- 
foreign literature there, which had been 
extensively carried on, produced no re- 
sult, through there being #0 mauy re- 
fugees from Shantung famine fields settled 
there. ‘These men had received aid from 










































































course with thom was that they simply 
refused to believe the lying literature. He 
(the spenker), was sure there was ne cure for 
these anti-foreign mischiefs like getting the 
people to know the truth, and the Society 





was powerful agency to this end. 

The Rev. G. G. Warren, in seconding 
the adoption of the Report, in proof of the 
value pluced by natives on the Society’s 
literature, told how one of their converts 
jd been at Suichow recently, and there 
met with a caso of attempted suicide by 
opium poisoning, which he was able to save 
by following the instructions given in an 
old calendar ; and he was so delighted that 
he wished to give all his time to the circu- 
Jation of euch useful literature. 

Mr, M, McNair proposed a hearty vote 
of thanks to all collectors and contributors, 
maling special mention of Mra, Sandstedt 
tnd Mise Sugden who hed, at considerable 
inconvenience to themselves, brought the 
Society's claims before the Hankow com- 
munity, with the result that between four 
and five hundred dollars had been obtained 
from that source, 

Mr. J. Archibald, in seconding thie, said 
that the C.C.R.T.S. was like an engine 
which they had not only to light the fire 
of, keep up steam and drive ail by them- 
selves, but also to dig their own coals. 
The Jadies mentioned, and many others 
elsewhere, had been digging tu some 
purpose, as the long list of subscriptions 
showed, It was not at all times a pleasant 
occupation, nor were the mines in every 
case easy to work, so collectors, as well xs 
contributors, richly deserved the Society’s 
thanks, He was glad of the aid which the 
Huankow community had rendered, and they 
would have all beey glad to have seen some

News just to band that at theann 2aime-ting 
of u sister Society in Shanghai, the Sociery 
for the Diffusion of Christian Knowledge, 
there were present Government officials, 
chairmen of public bodies, heads of princely 
houses, bankers and business men, but in 
Hankow they had not got so far as that. 
No doubt the absence of these gentlemen 
was meant as a compliment, It showed 
they could trust the Society with their 
money without requiring to hear what was 
being done with it, Still they would be 
most glad to have their euntenance as well 
as their cash. 

The Rev. C. G. Sparham was exceeding- 
ly thaukfal that the Suciety was now 
launched on the stream of annotatio 
They were beginning in a humble way, but 
a few years would see an immense develop- 
ment, and he was sure the money would 
come’ in to meet the needs of this new 
departure, The Chinese would now find 
in the Scriptures light and meaning in 
much that was before unintelligible to 
them, On a recent journey he was much 
struck by observing low the Chinese pre- 
ferred the books with the explanations in 
them, From an artistic point of view 
they seemed to consider that a book to be 
complete required them, He was also 
struck by seeing how Christian books were 
influencing men who might never enter the 
Christian church. ‘The other day, while 
crossing the river, he met an  opium- 
smoker who could recite the Great 
Themes of the Gospel. His conviction of 
the truth of Christianity was absolute, and 
his knowledge clear, yet it was doubtful if 
he would ever become a Christian, and 
there were many like him. 

‘The Rey. Gritlith John, D.D., began his 
speech by going back tu’ the birth of the 
Svciety, which tok place over thirty years 
ago, in'a dingy uative house, in a narrow 
Inne of the native town. Ou beginning 
work in Hankow he soon found he could 
uot get along without tracts. The people 
came in crowds to hear w foreigner who 
could speak Chinese, and his first book 
produced was an attempt to auswer in 
















































print the questions which were being 
tantly asked by them. ‘This book, 
Guide to Heaven, was still in circus 





lation, Then followed the Great Themes 
of the Gospel, and » small Cxtechism. As 
far back a5 1862 sume of these books fell 
into the hands of the author of the nuto- 
rious Death Blow, and in an edition of 
it, which reached him from Hunan a few 
months ago, he found no less than nineteen 
pages of clear, intelligent, though hostile 
criticism were devoted to the Guide to 
Heaven, showlng that thus early these 
books were read und understood. In those 
days he was the only member uf the Society, 
its sole committee, publisher aud subseri- 
ber, but he was gind to see they had 
own somewhat since then. The chief 
aim of the Society from the begining had 
been to meet the religious and spiritual 
wauts of the Chinese people. What they 
needed above all else was Jesus, Other 
things were important, but the spiritual 
must ever be the first and chiefest. Bearing 
this in mind the Society hud next endea- 
voured to reach end influence the masses.

How he met an old man selling anti- 
foreign literature, and rebuked him, when 
the old man begged forgiveness, so entirely 
were the tables turued. Further this con- 
vert had received an iuvitation to visit the 
home of the son of @ Major-General who 
had recently been cured of hare-lip in the 
Hankow hospital. There he received a 
very kind reception, and found soine twenty 
schvlars invited to dine with him, and hear 
about Chi They further said they had 
made up their minds to invite hint, Dr.

THE PRESS REGULATIONS. 

The Diet reassembled on Monday Inst 
and thus far attention has been contined, 
mainly, to the Bill to umend the Press 
Regulations and the Budge:. The Press 
Regalations have occupied the time of the 
Peers, the Budget that of the Representa 
tives. This Bill to amend the Regulations 
which govern the Press has attracted con- 
siderable attention and one or two im- 
portant meetings of Japanese jourm 
have been held to emphasise the view 
taken of the question by the men direct- 
ly interested, ‘These meetings, notwith- 
standing the views and interests of the 
jourvalists, have been for the most, part 
ignored by the gentlemen of the Upper 














House, ‘The Bill as it originally stood was 
framed by a inember of the House of 
Representatives. Differing very cousider- 
ably in two hose relating to 


uspension and money deposits—it does 
not, so faras I have been able to gather, 
materially depart from the ternis aud soups 
of the existing regulations in the bulk of 
the articles, At prevent, as is perhaps 
known, parties ambitious of figuring in the 
newspaper world have to testify as to the 
soundness of their intentions, so to speak, 
by depositing sums varying from 350 to a 
thousand yen with the authorities. ‘The 
amount to be deposited differs according 
to the locality. At present, tov, as every 
one who knows anything about or takes 
the slightest interest in Japan must be 
aware, 
‘THE RIGHT OF SUSPENSION 

is vested in the government and its innu- 
merable representatives scattered through- 
out the country in the shape of Governors 
and Chief Police Inspectors, this power being 
exercisable whenever any paper happens to 
publish anything which the official. co 
siders calculated to ‘disturb the public 
peace.” No mor explanation need 
further be assigned, nor even need the 
obnoxious article be singled out. ‘The 
present Bill aimed at the abolition of these 
two vexatious features. In Committee, the 
Bill was amended, a clause providing for 
suxpension, though for a specified and com- 
paratively short term, being added. When 
debated by the Huse, however, this addi- 
tional clause was struck out, and in that 
form—a forin needless to say encouraging 
and gratifying to the Press workers whu 
wereanxiously watching proceedings—it was 
sent up to the Peers. There, the'debate 
has just been concluded, and on the whole 
it is very interesting reading. Opinions 
were divided in Committee, the Chairman, 
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Prince Konoyé, explaining that whilst unan- 
iminity has existed touching the pro 
for security, which all thought ouly likely 
to press upon irresponsible agitators unfit 
to wield journaliatic influence, with regard 
to the matter of suspension, some considered 
the right of suspension should be with- 
drawu, others holding that it should con- 
tinue ‘to be vested in the authorities, 
subject alone toa time limit. One interest- 
ing and significant amendment introduced 
in the Conmuittee of the Peers

Jt was distiuetly opposed to th of 
the Constitution, and whether suspension 
cuuld be ordered for one week or only fur 
one hour, the fact of illegul interference 
with liberty of speech stood forth equally 
salient. Mr, Kato Hiroyuki and Viscount 
‘Porio supported the view of the majority of 
the Committee, the latter emphatically 
believing “that in the preseut state of 
Japmnese suciety, the power to suspend a 
newspaper and the exaction of security 
money were essential.” ‘The former, in 
the course of his remarks, was injudicious 
enough to twit come of the members with

i Be interpreted by the light

OFFICIAL CIVILITIES. 

We made mention in our last of the 
Captain and officers of the Monocacy being 
here in company with the U. S. Cousul, to 
call on His Excellency the Viceroy. They 
were received in royal style. A line of 
soldiers was drawn up along either side of 
the passage-way leading to His Excellency’s 
court. On their arrival at the court, they 
were received by the Viceroy and enter- 
tained just three minutes by the watch, 
when they were invited into an adjoining 
room where some dainties and tea had been 
provided for them, ana polite way of saying: 
“have been pleased to see you, now you 
may be going.” It is said by the natives 
to have been the most elaborate display 
provided by the present Viceroy for the 
reception of his foreign guests. From the 
Viceroy’s the company repaired to the 
Foreign Office, in charge of Taotai Tsia ; 
here they were received and feasted to their 
hearts’ content. 

A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

His Excellency Tsia, ig desirous of 
becoming acquainted with the membera of 
the various missions in Nanking, and of 
creating a more friendly relationship with 
them, sent an invitation to all the men in 
connection with the missions to call and 
take afternoon tea with him. The in- 
vitation was accepted, and we found Taotai 
Tria a very pleasant gentleman, He has 
a suite of rooms fixed up in foreign style, 
showing that he knows a good thing when 
he sees it. He was at one time in. connec- 
tion with the Chinese legation at Washing- 
ton, also the legation at Paris He is 
somewhat of a linguist, speaking besides 
his own language, sume’ English, French, 
Spanish and Italian. We are glad to have

THB MISSIONARY ASSOCIATION. 

‘The November meeting of the Missionary 
Assvciation took place on the evening uf 
the 14th at the residence of President 
Martin, ‘There was a large attendance of 
Indy missionaries and nut a few alsu of the 
other sex. The paper of the evening— 
“How to learn Chinese ”—was read by Dr. 
Goodrich uf Tungchow, one of the best 
speakers of Chinese in North China, He 
of course advocated learning the language 
after the manner of the child with constant 
repetition. An interesting discussion after- 
wards took place. At the December meet- 
ing of the Missionary Association the sub- 
ject treated was The Young Missionary 
in his relation to the Work aud Workers.” 
The paper was read by Dr. Curtiss, 

THE WEATHER, 

Our cold weather set in shortly after the 
middle of November, First we had a 
slight fall of suow one day—von the next a 
considerable fall of rain which rendered 
our streets again quite muddy—on the 
third day a strong northerly wind and on 
the fourth hard frost, the roads, being 
almost impassable by reason of thé hard 
ruts with rough and elevated ridges. The 
freezing hard of a newly ploughed field 
will best convey the idea. The bvats were 
frozen up at Tungchow and all traftic by 
boat had to be suspended. Tho frost still 
continues, although the wind has abated 
and the sun is shining brightly. 

‘THE BRITISH LEGATION. 

The new British Minister and family 
have arrived, aud dinners have been given 
in theic honour by some of the other Legu- 
tions and by the Inspector-General. ‘The 
two batches of student interpreters of the 
British Legation have passed their Chinese 
examinations aud been awarded their rank 
and posts. Mr. Little remains here in the 
menntime as senior student, Mr. Fox has 
boon sent to Corea, Mr. Wilton to Shanghai 
and Mr. Goffe to Fouchow. Amung the 
juniors Mr. Willis has come out first in 
the examination. 

LOOKING BACKWARD. 

The December meeting of the Oriental 
Society was held at the Jupanese Legation 
when the Rev, Mr, Headland read an inter- 
esting and instructive paper on “The 
Edward Bellamy of China, or the Political 
Cundition of the Middle Sung.” He sketch- 
ed the three great political changes intro- 
duced by Wang Au-shil, viz: the seed 
grain law, a method of State advances to 
cultivators of the land; the universal militia 
enrolment law, by which the whole popula- 
tion was rendered liable to service as an 
atmed constabulary ; and the abulition of 
forced labour law. In the able discussion 
which followed, and in which a large num- 
ber of the meabers.took part, it was shown 
that Joseph in Egypt and the British 
government in India carried out the same 
system of government loans to the agricul 
tural classes, with benefit both to the ryots 
and the State, and that the system failed 
in China was entirely owing to the rapacity 
and villainy of the officials and their under- 
lings, especially the latter, into whose hands 
the disbursement of the advances and ‘the 
cullection of interest lapsed. It was thus 
unavoidable that distress and impoverish- 
ment should take the place of the ex- 
pected advantages to the people. The 
enrolment system also speedily became 
a burden through the exactions to which 
it gave rise. It was pointed out in the 
discussion that in many of the European 
countries at the present day the same 
system exists. The abolition of the forced 
labour law was exemplified by. our own 
late action in Egypt in abolishing the odious 
corvée, These schemes of reform of this 
celebrated statesman, scholar and poet, who 
powerfully influenced the fortunes of China 
under the Sung dyuasty, were vigorously 
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opposed at the time, and after a period of 
trial of ten years, the whole of his system 
of legislation was condemned and repealed. 
It was stated on the authority of Chung 
How, the late Ambassador to Russia, thar 
the Wén Chang or literary essay which exerts 
such an influence in China and the attain- 
anent of proficiency in which is the road 
to preferment and office, and is consequent- 
ly the aim of the literary classes, originated 
with Wang An-shih. His object was to 
wean the people from rebellions and make 
the pursuit of literature the une absorbing 
object of life. His Excellency the Japanese 
Minister looked upon Chin Chi-huang, 
the destroyer of the fendal system, the 
builder of the Great Wall, the burner 
of the books and literati, and the unifier 
of China, and Wang An-shih as the two 
greatest Chinamen that ever lived, and the 
view was endorsed by the President, Dr. 
Martin, who added not a few signiticant 
points to the discussion, A new feature 
of the Society is the introduction of notes 
and queries at the meetings.

MILITARY GRADUATES REJECTED. 

The successful candidates at the third 
or metropolitan examination are always 
subjected to a final test in the Palace itself. 
The military graduates of this year have 
just been thus proved ; and five or six of 
them have failed to come up to the standard 
in some particular or other. ‘Their degrees 
are therefore Bee in abeyance till the next 
examination in three years’ time, when they 
may enter ayain at the palace trial. ‘The 
high officials who originally passed them 
will receive such punishment as the Board 
declares proper. 

REPAIR OF THE YUNorTSa RIVER 
EMBANEMENTS. 

The Viceroy Li Hung-chang reports that 

the breaches ta the banks of the Yungting 


River have all been closed by the appointed 
date. The works executed were of con- 
siderable magnitude. One gap was 490 
feet long; but as the ground wanted solidity, 
it was necessary to build an entirely new 
line of wall for a length of 1,500 feet. 
Tn connection with the same undertaking a 
temporary canal was dug for about. four 
miles. ‘The river wall was also rebuilt in 
two other places for distances of 2,300 feet 
and 1,990 feet, but these were dry gups 
through which no water was passing. ‘The 
repairs were commenced on the 30th of 
September and were much favoured by the 
fine weather.

‘A DECREE. 

The Governor of Shantung, Fu Jun, 
reports the closing of the breaches of the 
Yellow River at Huipa, Sangchiatu, and 
Huchiangan in the district of Chiyang, and 
requests that the punishments apportioned 
to the Taotai Chang Shéng-ta, and othei 
may be remitted. 

In July last the Yellow River broke its 
banks at the above named places and the 
Governor Fu Jun, putting himself at the 
head of the oficials entrusted with the 
care of the river works, by strenuous efforts 
succeeded, by the 27th October, in renew- 
ing the embankments. This may be con- 
sidered expeditious work. The punish 
ment allotted to the Taotai Chang Shén; 
ta, of the loss of four grades and removal 
from his post is hereby rescinded. The 
sentences of dismissal against the colonels 
Chang Wen-ts‘ai and Yen Té-shéng, and 
the magistrates Wang Chien-ch‘ou, Chao 
Hui-lin, and Liang Hsi-hu are also re- 
scinded, and their buttons are restored to 
the prefect Hao T’ing-chén and the imagis- 
trate Li Ngén-hsiang. As to the other 
ofticials who have distinguished themselves, 
the completion of the work at Paimaofén 
must be awaited. Rewards may then be 
requested for the most worthy, who must 
Ve carefully selected. 

‘The suggestions of the memorialist on 
the remaining points are approved. Let 
the Board concerned take note. 

MEMORIAL FROM CHOU TA-WU, COMMANDER 
IN-CHIEE OF THE FORCES IN KANSU. 


In a long memorial General Chou 
explains how he has repaid from his own 





























resources certain loans contracted to pay the 
expenses of the troops in operations against 
the native tribes of Kueichou in the years 
1870-2. 

General Chou entered the army in 1853 
and served in many garts of China. In 1865 
he was promoted to be General of the 
Forces in Kueichou. After the operations 
in 1870-2 in which the province was 
completely tranquillised, the troops were 
in great part disbanded.’ Sufficient funds 
not being forthcoming, Taels 60,000 had to 
be borrowed, and for this loan the General 
was held responsible by the lenders. 
Although the Tmperial authority was 
obtained for the provision of funds from the 
proviuees of Kimngsu, Chékiang, Fabien, 

hantung and Kiangsi, and orders were 
given by the Board of Revenue to these 
provinces to remit the money, it was never 
sent ; nothing came but excuses: of empty 
treasuries, etc. etc., so General Chou 





himself by it sacrifice of land and pro- 
perty repaid, between the years 1888-1891, 
the whole of the amount, 





Temples to the memory of the meritorious 
dead were built in Kueichou and Hunan, 
but the funds for their maintenance being 
insufficient, memorialist has paid up to the 

ent time Tis. 4,130 on this account. 

‘o provision was made for the temple in 
Szechuan, and rather than witness neglect 
of the shades of his worthy departed com- 
rades, General Chou has felt bound to 
make an effort to furnish the money. He 
has subscribed this year Tis. 11,609, and 
the expectant Taotai Chou Chén-chiung 
of Szechuan has given property to the 
value of Tis. 4,400, to build and maintain 
a temple in Chingtu. The temple has now 
been satisfactorily erected. Memorialist 
has done this as a humble attempt to show 
his gratitude for long continued Imperial 
favour. He begs that the provinces which 
had been ordered to supply the funds 
may be told that the money is no longer 
required, and that the Provincial Authori- 
ties of Szechuan may be directed to order 
the local officials to visit the temple for 
the usual ceremonies in every Spring and 
Autumn. The expectant Taotai Chou re- 
solutely refuses to have his name sub- 
mitted for any recognition of his genero- 
sity,

A MEMORIAL FROM THE VICEROY OF THE 

‘TWO KIANG, LIU K‘UN-YI. 

‘The Viceroy reports thedeath and presents 
the dying memorial of Pien Pao-ti, lately 
Vicervy of Fukien and Chékiang. Pien Pao- 
ti requested leave on account of sickness i 
June last, and died at his home in the juris 
diction of memorialist on the 23rd of October, 
‘The services of the deceased are narrated 
as follows: His official career commenced 
in the Boards at the capital. He was 
premoted to be a Censor and his advice 
was greatly valued by the Emperor Tung 
Chih. He was made successively Vice- 
Governor and Governor of the Imperial 
prefecture of Shunt‘ien Fu, in which 
office he greatly distinguished himself 
by putting .down the mounted rob- 
bers who infested the neighbourhood of 
the capital. He accomplished this by an 
efticient system of patrol and his careful 
supervision of district ristrates. He 
frequently visited in disguise his subor- 
dinates’ jurisdictions, and made himself 
acquainted with the reputation of the local 
officials, He was entirely free from any 
suspicion of accepting bribes. He was 
then appointed Treasurer of Honan, at the 
time when the Nienfei rebels threat- 
ened the town of K‘aiféng. ‘To him was 
entrusted the defence, and so well did he 
succeed that his name is still held in high 
esteem by the townspeople. He was next 
make Governor of Fukien, and after a 

eriod of mourning, Governor of Hunan. 

‘here he earned the approbation of His 
Majesty for prompt measures in dealing 
with threatened disturbances at P*ing- 
chiang and Wuling. He was unceasing in 
his exertions, and his successful measures 
were widely known. The repair of water- 
ways, the improvement of the administra- 
tion of justice, subscriptions for colleges 
aud orphanages, all occupied his attention. 

He was: isabeectusnbly arcing Viosroy of ‘the 
‘Hukuang and in view of the border troubles 
(the k rarongtg war), took at 
precautions for the defence of the river, 
and supplied money and men. He was 
then pi tieeoeg to be Viceroy of Fukien 
and Chékiang with céntrol of the navy. 
Tn all affairs connected with his duties in 
this post he displayed the «utmost diligence. 
‘He also nipped in the bud what might have 
been a most serious rising. The rioters 
from the Yangtze and the members of 
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‘secret societies stirred up trouble at Takan- 
hsiang in the Shunch‘ang district in 
Fukien, and the tea pickers assembied in 
tens of thousands, but Pion Pao-ti by the 
immediate despatch of troops settled the 
affair. He devoted the whole of his allow- 
ances in connection with his Naval Office 
to the use of the Arsenal. 5 

He has thus shown a most upright and 
resolute character during his service of 
more than forty years in the capital and 
provinces, and he died regretting with his 
last breath his utter lack of becoming return 
for the Imperial favour. Although his un- 
quenchable zeal for his country’s gond was 
no more then his proper duty, His Imperial 
Majesty's graciousness to worthy officers 1s 
never ending, and memorialist leaves the 
question of the bestowal of any mark of 
recognition in His Sovereign's hand:

MEMORIAL FROM THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL OF 
THE TWO KUANG, LI HAN-CHANG. 

The Viceroy reports the capture and 
execution of certain notorious pirates and 
recommends for promotion the soldiers 
who made the seizure.

‘Their leaders 
live in foreign territory, the members of 
the gang live scattered in different places. 
En the you 1600 momorialist maisged to 
secure ‘a noted leader of these ruttians, 
named ‘I'séng Lu Yi Ch‘iian, and made 
such an example of him that a great im- 
provement followed. 


Another gang has now appeared. Ho 
Ab-un, alias Ho Fei-an was formerly 
comrade of Tstng Lu Yii Ch‘iian, anda 
most desperate character. He was lately 
made the leader, took as his Lieutenant 
Li Ah-héng and used the old gang name 
sof Lien Yi''ang. They made Hongkong 
their headquarters and levied blackmail far 
and wide inthe Hsinbui and Hsiangshan 
districts. Memorialist gave orders to effect 
their expture and Corporal Chan Hui ts*ai, 
having learned that the pirates had come 
to Canton from Hongkong by steamer, 
took a party of soldiers and going quietly 
to a place near Canton called Hwnti sud- 
denly fell upon Ho Ah-an and Li Ah-héng 
and secured them before they evuld use 
the revolvers with which they were armed 
Ho Ab-an and Li Ah-héng both e-nfessed 
their crimes and have been executed and 
their heads exposed as a warning to 
others. ‘The officers who made the capture 
are reconimended for promotion. Rescript : 
Let it be is requested.—Let the Board of 
War take note. 


POSTSCRIPT MEMORIAL FROM THE GOVERNOR 
OF FORMOSA, SHAO YU-LIEN. 

The Governor reports the progress of 
‘operations against the savages of South 

‘ormos+. It appears that on the 24th 
June list the savages attacked the town of 
Féngchiang, in consequence of the Chinese 
attempting to take venge»nce for the death 
‘of two Chinamen killed by the natives of 
Shépali. The Brigadier-General of 
nan, Wan Kuo-pén, was seut to restore 
order, and conveyed troops to the sput by 
steamer from Anp‘ing on 10th August. 
‘The savagesrefusedto give up themurderers 
and the troops moved against them. About 
the 29th September the soldiers using 
rockets, and by crossing several mountain 
streams circumventing the savages, took the 
village of Pashihmo. Forty of the savages 
wore killed. Of the Imperial troops one 
petty officer ond five soldiers were killed, 
and more than ten wounded. 

‘Orders have now been sent to the village 
of ‘t‘saopu to surrender the murderers, 
and preparations have been made for a 
vigorous attack. Meantime it is the memo- 
rialist’s duty to report this rising of the 
savages of the Héngch‘un district and their 
pokes eee) Rescript : Noted.

A MEMORIAL FROM THE VICEROY OF THE 
TWO KIANG, LIU K‘UN-YI. 

This memorial takes up the whole of the 
Gazette for the 26th and 27th November, 
and gives the result of the Viceroy’s in 
vestigation of certain grave charges against 
the Magistrate of Lichany hsien in Anhui. 

‘A petty lawsuit was broug's' before the 
magistrate in April 1891, in which a clerk 
in his own yaméu, named Chang Hsien-yi, 
was accuse! of stirring up litigation be: 
tween the members of a certain family 
over the family property. Chang Hsien-yi 
was tortured to death in the course of the 
trial, and his family brought « complaint 
against the magistrate. ‘The magistrate, 
torid himsrlf of his embarrassment, recused 
one of the family, Chang Ch'ang-yuxn, of 
trying to set fir to his yamén, and sent 
one of his runners, Hsii Yung, to arrest 
him. si Yung conld not catch him, 
hut secured his on Cheng Shéng-hsiang. 
Chang Shéng-hsiang’s wife in despair 
jumped into a river and though she was 
rescued she died fiom the effects. Cheng 
Shéng-hsiang managed to eseape from Hsit 
Yung en route to prison and the magistrate, 
enraged with Hii Yung, had him put in 
the cage, where he died. 

‘The magistrate, Yang P'ei-lin, has now 
been sentenced to banishment to the New 
Dominion there to be treated as x camp 
folower. A civilian would have been 
linble for similxr offences to one hundred 
blows with the hexvy bamboo and banish- 
ment to a distance of 3,011, Rescript.—

TAN CBI-SHI 
‘The memorial from the Viceroy of Hu 
Kuang, Chang Chih-tung, and the Governor 
of Hupeh, Tan Chi-hsiin, takes up the 
whole of the Guzette. a 
‘They report the capture and execution of 
‘a considerable number of members of secret 
societies in the Yingtze and Hsiang river 
districts, and recommend for reward the 








officers concerned in their seizure. 





After the troubles of last year several 
of the ringleaders were caught and ex- 
ecuted, but many of the worst rebels 
were left at large, and the work of 
hunting them out has been going on all this 
year. A long list of captures is now given. 
13 of the leaders have been executed and 
9, who have heavy charges laid ayainst 
them, have been remanded for further ex- 
amination. Mxny more of the prisonérs 
have bern released under guarantee of good 
behaviour, as it appeared that they had 
been deluded by the real rebels into join- 
ing the societies, and had not themselves 
committed any offences, Renewed orders 
will be given to all the provincial oficials 
not to relax their efforts for the arrest of 
disturbers of the public peace. The names 
of many oificinls who took part in the 
captures of the rebels are recommended

MEMORIAL FROM GOVERNOR OF KUANGSI. 


A memorial from the Governor of 
Kuangsi, Chang Lien-kuei, on the merits of 
the late Su Féng-wén, formerly Governor 
of Kuangsi and ‘subsequently Director- 
General of the Grain Transport, suggests 
that his biography be compiled in the State 
Historiographer's ottice. 

The gentry of Kuangsi have addressed 
to memorialist an account of the services 
of the deceased as follows :— 

Su Féng-wén, a provincial graduate, 
commenced his official career asa naj 
trate in Kuangsi in the year 1850. ‘The 
Taiping rebel Hung Haiu-ch‘iian soon 
afterwards commenced his calamitous up- 
rising, and Su greatly distinguished him- 
self in suppressing the revolt withiu the 
disrricts under his control ; not. only this, 
but he afforded efficient help to his ‘neigh: 
bours, and hesides exer'ing himself as an 
oficial, he led his troops even during the 
time he was in mournmg. Upon his as- 
sumption of oftice as magistrate of Lo- 
ch’éng he found the district in fear of a 
rebel named ¥ii Pa. Having no force to enpe 
with the rebels, Su Féng-wén rode alone to 
their camp, and by hix impressive words 
induced Yi Pa to give in his submission 
and even to assist in fighting other hands 
of outliws. Afterwards, becoming masis- 
trate of Ch'iianchow, he defended the town 
against the attack of more thyn 100,000 of 

‘ung’s men in 1855. In 1856 a great 
band of more than 200,000 men exme to 
attack the town. Su defended himself 
With: vigour and sent off messengers to 
Yungchow in Hunan for help, and, with 
the aid of the forces which came to 
his appeal gained a complete victory. Su 
remained at Ch‘tianchow for four years and 
though military cares occupied him inces- 
santly he found time to foster the education 
of his district. At one time, when the 
town was surrounded and water supphes 
were cut off, Su’s prayers were «nswered 
by x gush of clexr water from a well he had 
caused to be dug. His own troops numbered: 
but 2,000 or 3,000 and yet he successfully 
fought with bands «f myriads. 

Foreseving danger to the provincial 
capital, Kueilin, he sent urgent messages 
to Hunan for help, and Lu “Ping-chang, 
the then Governor of Hunan, despatched 
troops which saved Kueilin from cxpture, 
But not only did he call in the help 
of his neighbuurs to save his own 
province, he did what was still more 
meritorious, went to the assistance of his 
neighbours. When thetownof Yangchow was 
beset, he despatched troops, took the rebels 
in rear atid defeated them. Su Féng-wen 
was subsequently promoted to be Governor 
of Kuangsi and rooted out all vestiges of 
rebellion. He proceeded to Peking for 
audience and was make Director-General 
of Grain Transvort. All Kuangsi grieved 
at his departure. The gentry now request 
that a temple may be raised to his illustri- 
‘ous memory, and that his biography may 
be compiled. Memorialist is aware that 
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the regulations forbid a request for the 
erection of a memorial temple before thirty 
years after the death of any official, but | 
feels bound to report the circumstance to! 
His Majesty. He requests that the bio- 
phy may be compiled, and when the 
Exad period bas elapeed, applioction for 
ermission to erect a temple will be made. | 

e presents this memorial in conjunction 
with the Viceroy of the Two Kuang, Li 
Han-chang.—Reseript :—Let it be as re- 
quested.

TNE YELLOW RIVER IN SHANTUNG. 

The Governor of Shantung reports the 
closing of three breaches in the embauk- 
ments »f the Yellow’ River. ‘There is one 
great gap, however, at Paimnofen near the 
river’s mouth, with which he has not yet 
deen able to deal sucessfully. After the 
rupture in the wall at this spot, it seems 
that (as so often is the case) a large sand- 
bank formed just «pposite it on the further 
side of the channel. The obstruction so 
made deflected the stream and drove it 
with more violence than ever against the 
aparture, which was thus increased to a 
length of more then 1400 feet, with a depth 
of water vurying between thirty and forty 
feet. Though wider breaches have been 
closed lately, the task here will be of 
unusual difficulty, owing to the depth of 
the water and the force with which the 
stream is directed against the place. 
‘There is further inconvenience frum the 
fact that many repairs having been 
effected of late years in this neighbourhoud 
the stock of millet stalks in the surround- 
ing neighbourhood has altogether been 
exhausted. Officials have therefore been 
sent further inland to purchase materials, 
and in the meantime General Wang Te- 
K‘uei has been directed to empluy two 
Dattalions of soldiers in digging a temporary 
channel to draw off sume of the water and 
relieve the pressure at the breach. ' 

80 TSUNG-T‘ANG'S EXPLOITS IN HUNAN. 

In accordance with the permission | 
grunted some tiie ago by the Emperor, a 
temple has been built to the honour’ of 
‘Tso Tsung-t'ang in his native town of | 
Ch‘angsha. His Majesty is now requested 
to orain that official services be performed 
at the temple twice a year, and to remit 
the trifling sum at which the ground 
acquited for the temple is assessed for the 
annual land tax. In describing the met 
torious acts of Tso Tsung-t'ang in the 

rovince of Hunan, the applicants touch 
Tightly upon his dealings with floods and 
famines and dwell at greater length upon his 
exploits against the Taipings. In the early 
part of the reign of Ht en Fdag, Changsha | 
was invested by an army of the rebels. | 
‘Tso Tsung-t'ang was acting at that time as 
Military Secretary of the Governor. 'Tak- 
ing porsonal command of the troops he 
remained on duty day and night. Three 
times breaches wore effected in the walls, 
bu', repulsing the enemy, he had them 
repaired, and preserved the city till the 
siege was raised. It was owing to him also 
that {rocpe, were dea atched to destroy the 
rebels at Liuyang and the various bands in 
the south of the province. In the year 
1854 three attempts were made by Shih 
Chen-hsiang to invade the province from 
‘Hupeh ; but on each occasion he was beaten 
back ; and the first grand triumph of the 
Hunan troops was won in the Hsiang-t‘an 
campaign, Tn 1859 Hunan was attacked 
by Shih Ta-k‘ai, who c»me from across the 
Kinnysi frontier, and with thirty thousand 
followers laid siege to Paoch‘ing Fu. The, 
whole province was in consternation ; but | 
the peril was averted by the energy with 
which Tso, acting for the Governor, raised 
levies and assembled troops. Nor ‘was his 
activity shown in purely military matters 
alone, but also in the raising of funds and 
the collection of taxes indispensable for 
the support of the troops. 

In forwarding the above application the 
Governor states that all the people in, 
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Changsha are aware how much the military 
successes therein narrated were really due 
to the acts of Tso Tsung-t‘ang.—Granted.

‘RETURN OF GRAIN BOATS. 


The Governor of Shantung has been 
attending to the dredging and dam-build- 
ing annually required to facilitate the 
return of the empty grain boats from 
Tientsin He gave orders to hurry on 
the boatmen, so as t» avoid as much as 
possible the difticulties which increase with 
the falling of the water in the autumn, 
On the 30th of September the boats had 
all reached Linch‘ing; but as the water 
in the W.i River wax by this time lower 
than that in the Csnal proper, it was 
a hard task to drag them from the former 
into the latter. With strenuous « 
however, the work had been accomplished 
by the 17th of Ociober and the boats were 














all pr-ceeding southwards, ‘The canal had ; 


been dredged to proper depth ; but there 
still were groundings owing to the heavy 


cargoes on board some of the beats. When | 


they approached the Yellow River the 
water in the canal was at a lower level ; 
but the difficulty was surmounted by letting 
in water fromthe River. On the 3rd of 
November all the eighteen detachments 
had crossed the Yellow River and recom- 
menced their vuyage. The crews were 
well-behaved and not giving any trouble. 
FURTHER LEAVE TO SUN Yii-WEN. 

The well known Minister of the Tsungli 
Yamén, Sun Ya-wen, has already received 
one extension of leave ; but, at the expiry 
of it, finding his health still'not recovered, 
he once more has requested permission to 
retire. The Emperor again refuses to 
accede to his petition and grants him a 
further period of three months’ holiday for 
the benefit of his health,

Sm—I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter dated 12h January informing me of 
the Council’s decision regarding the forma- 
tion of a Sanitary Board, and that, along 
with the Municipal, Engineer, the Captain, 
Superintendent of Police and’ the Sanitary 
Inspector, the Council has appointed me one 
of its members, The views taken by the 








letter from the Health Officer is ordered to 
be published :— 
Shanghai, 7th January, 1893. 

‘Sm,—From reports which have reached me 
‘from ‘various sources and as the result of 
recent enquiry, I am of opinion that Small Pox 
if not actually epidemic is at least unusually 
prevalent among the Chinese in the settle- 
went and native city. Several cases have 
also occurred recently in the foreign com- 
munity. 

‘The return of cases (foreigners) treated in 
the General Hospital is as follows :— 

‘September 1 case. 

October 2 cases. 

November 2 cases (one death). 

‘December 11 cases (two deaths.) 

Since Ist January 1893 four fresh caves | 
! have been admitted to the Hospital. Besides 
these I know of two cases of “* Varioloid” 
and two of Small Pox treated in private 
houses in the settlement during the past two 
months. 

‘The returas made by the Tepows for the 
settlements north of the Yangkingpang show 
21 deaths from small pox in December, vi 
111 in Hongkew and 10 in the British settle- 
ment; of these 21 deaths, 8 occurred in the 
last week of the month, viz: 6 in Hongkew 
and 2 in the British settlement. I have 
written to Captain McEuen. recommending 
that those of his foreign constables who have 
not been successfully vaccinated during the 
past five years, should now be vaccinat

nearly £10,000. Fer wi 
senger trafic had shown « steady upward 
movement, In 1889 it amounted to 
£592,000. In the year 1892 it amounted 
to 000, xn inerense of £340,000 
during « period of 12 years, which was at 
the rate of an annunl increas of 5 per 
cent, On the other hand, while the cargo 
capacity of the slips had been increased 
dy xt lesst 50 per cent., and the work 
of the steamers had been increased also, 
the freight earniags did net show an ine 
crease amounting to ore than 10 per cent, 
oh the entire 10 or 12 years, so that while 
the passenger revenue in that time had 
nerensed at the rate of 5 per cent. per 
annum, the freight receipts had not in 
creased 1 per cent. per annum, He be- 
lieved their experience in this matter would 
be borue out by that of all other shipowners 
at the present day, and that the difference 
in freights as compared with 1880 or 
1882, was at least 40 per cent. Returning 
tothe passenger question, the Chi 
said the number of passengers both first 
| and second class, carried dui the year 
had shown an increase on 1891, but they 
were chiefly carried shorter distances, and 
there was a tendency to increase on the 
number of return tickets, The company 
had suffered from the great commercial 
collapse which had taken plaice in the 
Australian colonies, and especially in Vie~ 
No doubt it was merely temporary, 
had affected the Company's traffic 
both in goods and passengers to a very 
large extent. As to the falling off in 
the freight revenue, it was impossible 
for him to give any assurance that any 
immediate improvement was in view ii 
this important braveh of the Company 
business. On the contrary, since the closing, 
of the accounts in September the freight 
returns had been more depressed than even 
they were at any period of last year. In 
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reply to a telegram which the Directors 
had sent to Caloutta, asking hether it 
was not possible to ‘obtain higher rates 
of freight, they had received a telegram 
within the last twenty-four hours, stating 
that shippers actually found it impossi- 
ble to complete and fulfil the engage- 
ments which they had entered into 
tu ship ordinary cargo in the Company's 
and other steamers at the low rate of 10/- 
per ton, He was sorry to say that this 
state of affairs was not compensated by any 
improvement in the outward trade. Last 
year they paid freight on coal at the rate of 
9/6 per ton, but this year the average was 
only 9/3; and if these were the rates which 
they paid, it eould be imagined what rates 
they received, ‘The remarkable point about 
this was that with low rates they had fewer 
competitors, as was shown by the statistics 
of vessels passing through the Suez Cans). 
Referring to the heavy loss in exchange, 
and the depreciation in silver, he said

rate one advantage, in that it served as 
a stimulus to the exports both from 
India and from China. On the other 
hand there were not. wanting signs and 
indications that the continued uncertainty 
tended seriously to paralyse the export 
and import trade of the Far ast. 
He feared that unless sumething was 
or could be done in connection 
the silver question, the Company wouhl 
sustain a still greater loss on exchange 
next year. After referring to the addition 
of three new vessels, ove of which, the 
‘Himalaya, had easily enabled the wails to 
be delivered in London from Bombay in « 
little over 13 days, the Chairman congratu- 
lated the mreting on the fact that while 
not only had the capital not been increxsed, 
Dut actually decreased by nearly £1,500,000, 
they had built 240,000 tonsof first-classsteam 
shipping during the last 29 years ut a cust of 
26,510,000. ‘These figures showed that the 
Company was certainly wot lacking in 
enterprise, and he would venture to add 
that the Company was never in a better 
position than they were to-day to carry out 
‘any forward policy, whatever it might be, 
that was thought necessary for its interests.

IMPORTANCE OF NATIVE WORKERS. 

The Rev. J. Jackson, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Mission, puts it very strong- 
lyand. plainly as follows: —*I_ early 
formed my views on this subject, and 
length of time and added experience 
have only confirmed me in the belief that 
the crying need of our church in China 
is a well trained, intelligent and godly 
native ministry. T do wot expect to see 
very much extension of our work, or very 
large additions to our membership, until 
this need has been supplied. We all know 
the limitations of the xverage m rs 
and we are able fairly well, by this time, 
to estimate what is likely to be the result 
of his efforts in unaided 
‘The history of our own mission in the 
past, as well as that of some others 
with which we are acquainted is, T am 
afraid, only a prophecy of what will take 
place ‘in the future, and I am bound to 
say that I am uot very hopeful of avy 
great success. Experience has not led me 
to expect » great deal. If we mean to 
spread rapidly, we wust set about in good 
earnest the training of men who can do 
what moat foreigners cannot do, aud the 
foreign missionary must seek a field of 
employment, a branch of work, which i 
more adapted to him, which he can do 
better than any native, and not spend his 
energies in fruitless endeavurs with what a 
native can do infinitely better and at a mere 
fraction of the cost. I sid this substan 
ally ten years ago when I arrived on this 
field, aud I repeat it now with greater 
emphasis, stronger conviction, and backed 
up by the experience of facts and results,

in the onward progress of the work the 
uitives are to come more and more tu 
the front and bear more of the burden, 
how important that they should be pre- 
pared for the position! We cannot 
give them at once, nor hardly in this 
generation, the machinery of first class 
colleges aud theological seminaries.

THE BLIZZARD. 


According to observations at Sicawei Ob- 
servatory Suuday night was the coldest on 
record, ‘The mean temperature was 21.2° 
(-6 C.), the lowest recorded, and 

juum temperae 
ture was 10.4° Fuhr, (-12° C.,) the loweet 
reading at Sicawei since 1873, from which 
date the records lave been kept. At 
the Waterworks it was 8°; at Quinsan 
Road 9°; Sicawei 10°.4, and Bubbling 
Well Roxd 11°. The Soochow Creek was 
frozen over above Honan Road, bridge, 
masses of ice floated out mte the 
hangpoo, The gas went out in a good 
many houses on Sunday night, oving 
to the freezing of the meters, while 
water pipes burat all over Shanghai, In 
view of tires in this cold weather it ix advi- 
sable that the Couneil see that the covers 
to the firewells can be easily opened, for 
it is probable the hy.trante will continue 
frozen for sume time.

‘The first division 
includes games 1 to 20, the second, games 
22 to 34, Game 21 is marked as"*to be 
given later.” ‘This was in 1632 ; the pro- 
mise has not yet been redemed. 

‘To each gaine are appended a number of 
variations,” "These form in fect new 
games, since all, or nearly all, are worked 
out to a mate (or stalemate)’ or to some 
decisive advantage gained by either side, 
The following tables will show the distri- 
bution of the games ;

‘The games marked as “perpetual check” 
are those in which the winning player 
would mate if his opponent were forbidden 
to give perpetual check. We are unable 
ta say that perpetual check, like the spot 
stroke in high class billiards, is ‘* barred,” 
but the inference to be drawn from these 
and other examples in the Manual is cer- 
tainly to that effect. It is reasonable 
that it should’ be so, for the imprisonment 
of the King in his camp enables an adverse 
Rook to range alongside (as on files 3 and 
7) and force the King to move up and 
down perpetually in « way seldom possible 
in our own game. 3 

To judge by the figures given above, 
the chances in favour of the opener are 
exactly two to one ; but this is more appar- 
ent than real, since many positions where 
the winning positions in’ class (a)—games 
won by the opener—could be secured by 
the second player, have been omitted by 
our author, doubtless intentionally. 

‘The following sections are an attempt to 
rearrange according to the European syatem 
the three hundred and more games given in 
the Manual, The notation employed has 
beenalready explained ; themarkof aan 
X, is that now generally adopted. Every 
game in tho Mowwal is referred to Uy > 
number and.a letter, as 9H, 16LL. The 
number is that of the original game ; the 
letter shows the variation, Thus 9H 
denotes the seventh variation of the ninth 
game ; 16LL the thirty-eighth variation of 
the sixteenth game; and so on. The 
original game is, denoted by a nnuiber alone 
or a number with the letter A affixed. 

It should always be borne in mind that 
games 1—20, with their variations, result 
in the opener’s advantage, games 22—34 
in his opponent's.

‘THE SOURCES AS FOUND IN THE AGENTS oF 
FOREIGN POWERS. 

As Chinese mandarins along with their 
Emperor are directly responsible for Chi- 
nese affairs, so there are accredited agents 
of Foreign Powers, who are responsible for 
foreign affairs, and so indirectly for Chineso 





affairs in 20 far as bearing -on foreign in- 
terests, security and reputation. If the 
question of the anti-foreign disturbances is 
to be impartially analysed, then foreign 
diplomats and consuls ex ‘officio have a 
re, and that, too, as we shall see, an 
ibortant one. "As peace and benefits have 
more largely prevailed than riots and injury, 
|so the assistance, kindness and worth of 
these honourable agents are to be viewed as 
i greater than any kind of blame and impli- 
‘cation. With this as a premise we proceed 
to express our ideas, not from our “internal 
consciousness,” but’ from the induction of 
| obvious facts and the testimony of com- 
petent witnesses. 

(1). The first point we wish to note 
is the failure of these foreign official 
representatices to’ exert themselves to the 
uimost in many cases in preventing 
disturbances or in rendering such assistance 
as rconld tend to promote a friendly feeting. 
| As we have cited the opinion by a Foreign 
Minister on the Tsungli Yamén, we now 
quote an opinion by the Tsungli Yamén, 
in their Missionary Cireular of 1874 
after the Tientsin Massacre. ‘The words are 
as follows : “If on the one side these con-

| ther on it presents this warning already 
fulfilled : “If the high functionaries of 
China and the West remain unmoved spec- 
tators of the situation which threatens the 
greatest danger to the Chinese people as 
wellas to strangers, traders and individuals, 
and make no effort to find a solution which 
may effectually remedy the: evil, it will 
‘follow that it will be out of their power 
to deal in a satisfactory manner’ with 
the matters which interest the public.” 
‘othing wax done on this representation, 
| so unusually. important and sensible, but 
all the troubles of foreign missionaries ‘were 
‘eft to drift as in the years before, For 
! each riot from which missionaries have suf- 
|fered, the Foreign Ministers have taken 
te uction or illustrated a masterly 
| inactivity, without any regard to the general 
| need of reaching a better understanding or 
| effecting « plan which would take in its 
| scope the whole Empire. 
‘Too often these delegated functionaries 
ed the position that missionaries 
ht in the interior, entirely ign 
ing what the ‘Tsungli Yamén has again 
| and again openly stated, that missionaries 
| could purchase property in the name of the 
local church. When Admiral Richards, 
speaking of course only for Englishmen, 
lays down the dictum that missionaries 
| “should be made to understand that they 
establish themselves in these place at their 
own risks, and that her Majesty's ships

cannot be detained from their proper 
duties to remain at _non-treaty ports for 
their protection”; then we, who form 





a part-of the missionary body, and dele- 
gated thereto by respectable men in, the 
West have a right to reply, that we have 
never asked for gunboats to scale moun- 
tains, cross sand-storms, or go anywhere 
else outside their proper sphere, but merely 
that in some way, whether by the force of 
diplomacy, sentiment, or even bows, arrows 
and guns, our lives shall be legally protected, 
and that if Christian evangelisation and 
benevolent institutions, when carried on 
with a prudent and magnanimous spirit are 
commendable undertakings, then we shall 
| be.generously selected and supported, —but 
| pray you, not pitied—as a credit to all our 
countries and the religion which they and 
we alike profess. Whenever missionaries 
| not only in actu reside in the interior, but 
exert themselves to promote a friendly 
fecling and have a promise of success, then 
{the help of one’s own government and 
'thereby tho appreciation of the Chinese 








authorities are accordant with good sense 
and the social weal. It is not the forcing 
of things unpleasant and difficult, but a 
mere help to ways of friendliness and peace. 

But the question of riots against foreign- 
ers is not limited to the interior or to 
missionaries. ‘The treaty-ports have had 
their share, and the expense has been by 
no means a slight one. Tf peace and frien 8 
liness could be assured there, the interior 
would have little to fear. The Consuls are 
at hand, and no excuse can well be made. 
And yet during different years we find riots 
taking place at Tientsin, Canton, Chinkiang, 
Hankow and finally at Wuhu and Ichang, 
all of which might possibly have been pre- 
vented, if gunboats (those things which 
missionaries should never ask for) had been 
at hand to preserve order and check the 
Jawless. If the flame in 1891 had not been 
lit at Wuhu, or any other of the treaty- 
ports, there isa robability that the serious 
‘experiences of 1891 could never have taken 
place. With remissness at the outset and 
new dangers appearing, there is reason for 
the North China Daily News speaking in 
strong Tanguage of the Foreign Office in 
London, and declaring that “we want a 
Lord Palmerston at the Foreign office to 
show the Chinese that true friendliness to 
them consists in preventing these riots, and. 
not in accepting assurances that they cannot 
occur, when, as a matter of fact, they do 
occur, unless there is some foreign force at 
hand to prevent them.” 

‘The very best of the Chinese officials are 
hampered by a vexatious and stubborn ob- 
struction, especially in dealing with foreign 
affairs, and the initiation in many matters 
must be made by the foreigners themselves, 
Whatever is directly Chinese or of undis- 
puted xl to the Chinese, the Chinese 
will unhesitatingly promote,’ but whatever 
concerns the foreigner as well as the 
Chinese, and especially matters which the 
Chinese regard as of doubtful utility, these 
the Chinese Government will never espouse, 
unless the foreign functionaries present the 
reasons, prove the benefits and press the 
cause. "Thin, then, is the responsibility of 
the honourable agents of our respective 
Governments, while the responsibility for 
enforcing and_governing rests, as already 
shown, onthe Chineseand the Chinese alone, 

(2) A second source of anti-foreign dis- 
turbances as found with the foreign officials 
is their failure in carious instunces to press 
their cases to « successful issue. Not only 
do they neglect to take up interests which 
reason can justify, but even those once 
taken up are not managed to the end. If 
we adhered to Chinese methods, then at. 
the outset we should ask for much, after- 
wards yield a little, and finally agree to 
a compromise ; but we are inclined to think 
that however wise and expedient such a 

icy may be for non-official foreigners, at 
least the recognised representatives of a 
foreign Government should observe the 
rule of Lord Elgin: “I will make no 
demand, which is not just, but from 
a demand once put forward I will never 
recede.” To be sure a point can be 
yielded, if an equivalent compensation 
can be gained, but ‘descending into 
emptiness,” as the Chinese phrase it, is by 
no means brilliant finesse. A diplomat can 
make all the suggestions, pepreeltions and 
arguments he pleases,’ but his requests 
should be so reasonable that a refusal would. 
be difficult, while a demand should never 
be given up. The Russian policy has 
always been this, even though years of 
waiting may elapse; yield nothing, but 
sooner or later compel a settlement. 

From the time of the French hostilities 
in 1884 the Chinese have had the idea that 
foreigners would yield, if only delays could 
be maintained. In delaying, the Chinese 
have no superiors, while in yielding, the 
foreigners have been more and more gaining 
an undesirable reputation, and’ the con- 
sequence has been favourable to riots.

‘can be but little wonder business has beea practically at astandstill. The dealers have not cared to move about much, with the temperature 
ten to twelve degrees below frecsing point, pacticuarly as there are very few bargiins to b> picked up atthe preseat moment, and, us 
all parts of the country appear to be suffering in like manner, there is very litcle inducement to take delivery of former purchases, 
clearances have, therefore, ben almost. nil. The few transactions reported show the eame strong and advancing market, but there 
‘are not wanting signs that the top has been about reached for the present. Holders are very firm in face of the continued encouragement. 
received from ‘home, the market there being strong, though practically unchanyed, aud it-is getting too late to obtain farthor 
supplies for the Spring trade. The disposition of buyers seems to be toclose their books for the present and wait for further developments. 
‘The auctions have gone atisfactorily, considering that with one exception delivery has to be taken before the New Year. Helped by 
the slightly better rates Banks are offvring for forward transactions a smull indent business has been found practicable, chiefly in Fancy 
Goods, and s few lots of Plain Cottons have been bought abou: five candareens over the present market prices, 

The enquiry for Indian Yara is rather quieter, buyers showing no disposition to follow the market up any further at present, and 
the small business reported has been at about previous quotations.
